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THE APPROACHING LONDON SEASON. 


AT a moment when the fate of one of the proudest establish- 
ments in Europe is supposed to hang upon the advent of Jenny 
Jind, the Swedish nightingale, an accurate portrait of her in her 
favourite character of The Daughter of the Regiment, in Donni- | 
zetti’s popular opera, cannot be otherwise than acceptible. We 
have received it direct from Vienna, and are assured tbat it may 
be regarded as a faithful resemblance. Jenny Lind was in the 
Austrian capital by the last accounts, and the dilettanti were en- 
chanted with her singing and acting in The Daughter of the Re- 
gement and the Somnambula. “ In the nocturnal scene of the 
latter,” writes an English friend, “ she was perfectly Siddonian.” 
Jenny Lind is twenty-five years of age, having been born at 
Stockholm in October, 1821. Her taste for music developed 
itself at a very early period, we believe at three years of age, At 
nine, her parents, who were in reduced circumstances, suffered 
her to go upon the stage, where her success in juvenile characters 
was astonishing. But when she had reached her twelfth year, 
after receiving instruction from some of the first music masters, 
she lost her voice. Loving music for its own sake, the “ nightin- 
gale” was bitterly afflicted at this calamity, the more especially as 
her voice had become a source of comfortable existence. At 
sixteen, however, it returned, to her infinite joy, and she imme- 
diately renewed her studies, 
and with so much success, 
that she was soon enabled to 
resume her position on the 
stage. Gradually her fame 
began to spread beyond the 
boundaries of Sweden, and 
she was soon in request in 
every great town in Ger- 
many. No singer like her 
had been heard within the 
memory of the oldest inha- 
bitants. Managers offered 
any price for her services, 
and composers wrote operas š 
expressly for her, the talent S 
of Jenny Lind compensating È 
for the poverty of the works, FN 
and the weakness of the en- si \ 
semble. But though her fame A ENNAN 
soon became European, the fo OS S 
sphere of her occupation was SEG \ RRN 
still restricted to Germany, My SS 
for her education did not ex- oe 
tend to the languages of žal 
Italy, France, or England. Rad 
Hence, though tempting 
offers have been made her I 
by divers theatrical authori- l 
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ties, she has neither béen 
heard at the Scala nor the 
San Carlo, the Teatro Ve- 
nice nor the Académie 
Royale of Paris. But Mr, 
Lumley, the astute operatic i 
diplomatist, who achieved mate | 
the Pas de Quatre, has an- pee oe 
nounced her in his pro- 
gramme; and though diffi- 
culties have been opposed by 
Jenny’s engagement with 
Mr. Bunn, we have very 
little doubt that, soon after 
Easter, the ears of the British 
public will be gladdened with 
the notes that have entranced 
Meyerbeer and excited his 
music-loving countrymen. 
So much with regard to 
the continental career of our ; 
songstress of the north — deep pi 
Sweden’s sweet nightingale. 
Her advent, however, in 
England appears to be inde- 
finitely postponed, as her 
first engagement with us has 
been concluded or conducted 
most inauspiciously for -her 
success. It is matter of ge- 
neral notoriety that so early 
as January, 1845, Mr. Bunn 
engaged Jenny Lind to sing a 
at Drury Lane, in English, eines

Earl of Westmoreland, our ambassador at tha Prussian court. It 
appears, however, that after some attempts, she found it impos- 
sible to master the difficulties of our language sufficiently to com- 
mit it to memory, and so she informed Mr. Bunn, and begged to 
be released from her engagement. It is not stated what was the 
precise result of this notification; but from her non-appearance 
last year, it may be presumed that Mr. Bunn did not then wish 
her to sing in her own language, or in Italian. Upon this she 
seems to have considered herself at liberty to enter into another 
engagement, and she made the contract with Mr. Lumley, under 
which she is announced in his programme. Poor Jenny thus 
stands between two fires. Mr. Bunn insists on the performance 
of his contract, consenting that she shall sing in German or 
Italian, and Mr. Lumley of course requires her to abide by her 
engagement to him. What she will do in this dilemma, which of 
her contracts she will keep, and which break, remains to be seen. 
We sometimes think that she will adhere to her first promise, and 
yield to the claims of Mr. Bunn, and which is confirmed by a 
letter of the fair cantatrice, dated the 18th of October last, in 
which she says :— 


_ How shall I reply for so much kindness? You will tax me with 

ingratitude, but 1l hope that your opinion of my good faith will not 

be affected. I have written to Mr. Bunn, to request him, as a favour, 

to return my signature, and to free me from a promise which it is 
impossible for me to keep. I 

admit that L was wrong to 

allow myself to be persuaded 

that the English language 

would be easy enough for me 
to appear on the stage. lam 

now convinced of the impos- 
sibility of such an attempt, 
and I hope that Mr. Bunn is 
gentleman enough not to seek 

to profit by the circumstances 

which led to that fatal signa- 

ture—my position in respect 

to M. Meyerbeer, whose opera 

(“ The Camp of Silesia”) was 

the principal condition. Truly 

1 was teased, surprised, and 1 

signed, not knowing how and 

what, between the acts of the 

opera, under the influence of 
my part. Finally, if 1 have 

made a blunder (dévue), I 

cannot be the victim of a 

counsel as destructive as it 

was inconsiderate. Never 

shall I be enabled to sing in 

English; my habits (disposi-' 
tions) are opposed to it; butif 

ever I had sufficient confi- 

dence to believe myself ca- 

pable of being able to sing at 

the Italian Opera, at the 

Queen’s Theatre, you may 

believe in my word of honour 

that the affair of Drury Lane 

would prevent me from doing: 
so. I must deplore the en-~ 
thusiasm which caused me to 
sign the promise to appear 
there, for it deprives me for 
ever from the happiness of 
seeing your fine country, and 

to seek for the suffrages of a 
great people. May |, then, 

request you to exercise your 
influence with Mr. Bunn to 
relieve me from a burden 

which weighs on my mind and 
saddens me? I repeat to you 

that I do not calculate on 

signing any other engagement 
in England. 

The subject of this dis- 
puted engagement serves, 
however, to keep alive the 
gossip of the musical world, 
every rumour or report con- 
nected with the opera at 
home or foreign, all having 
for their burden the probable 
determination of Jenny Lind. 
The Jast arrived from Paris 
on Thursday, and states that 
the songstress is expected to 
stay in that city for three 
weeks, and strong tempt- 
ations are held out to induce 
her to sing a few nights be- 
fore she proceeds to. Her 
Majesty’s Theatre. Wealso 
learn, of course on indisput- 
able authority from Ger- 
many, that the friends of 
Mdlle. Jenny Lind, in con- 
sequence of the claim ad- 
vanced by Mr. Bunn on the 
services of that lady, have 


required the opinion of the 
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attorney-general of England upon the engagement which she was 
led to sign with Mr. Bunn, to learn how far such an agreement, 
made for the summer of 1845, is binding in 1847. The opinion 
of the attorney general was, in consequence, taken, and has been 
forwarded. It is said to be quite fatal to the claims of Mr. Bunn, 


as it lays down that the engagement could only be a question of 


damages, and that those damages, in case of trial, would be merely 
nominal; and finally, that, from the wording of the document, 
there is a strong doubt as to whether it is a contract at all, or not. 
This legal opinion, given by the first law officer of the Crown, 
will doubtless bring this matter at once to a termination.

A discus- 
sion followed on Irish distress, after which the Earl of MOUNTCASHELL moved for 
certain returns, with the view of showing the total amount of the charges on land 
in Ireland ; but, on an intimation from the Lorn CnaxceLLoR that it was impos- 
sible the required information could be given with correctness, the motion was

gone into committee, the remaining clauses were gone through, several amend- 
ments were proposed and adorted. and others withdrawn. The Brewing from 
Sugar in Breweries and Distilleries Bills also went through committee; and the 
Customs’ Duties Bill was read a second time.

The Chelsea Pensioners Bill went through committee; and the Buckwheat 
&c., Importation Bill was read a third time. Lord STANLEY presented a petition 
from the churchwardens of Manchester on the subject of the parochial funds re- 
ceived by the deans and canons of the collegiate church of that parish, and who 
claimed to be exempt by their charter, on the payment of a fine, from residence 
and cure of souls. The Marquis of Lanspowne, in answer to the allegations 
contained in the petition, read a letter from the Dean of Manchester. a copy of 
which will be found in the parliamentary report. The Lornp CHANCELLOR was 
of opinion that the object the petitioners had in view. was that the rectorial tithes 
should be app opriated to the spiritual wants of the parish, which cou'd only be 
effected by a special Act of Parliament.—Lord BRoUGHAM brought under the no- 
tice of the Hous» the report of Captain Wynne on the subject of public works in 
Ireland, which was followed by a discussion on the subject of the reduction of 
the duty on rum, as affecting the interests of the Scotch distillers, originated by 
the Earl of Exlinton, after which the Marquis of LANspowne, in answer to a 
question from the Marquis of SaLispury, stated that it was not intended to take 
any step with respect to the law of settlement until the committee appointed by 
the House of Commons had made their report, and it had been considered by the 
Government.

after a debate, was resolved in the attirmative by a majority of 94._A debate en- 
sued upon a motion of Mr. Hume's for returns on the subject of flogging in the 
navy, but which, for reasons stated by the Secretary of the Admiralty, were with.

After the presentation of numerous petitions in favour of the measure, Mr. 
FIELDEN moved the second reading of the Factories Bill, the objects of which are 
to limit the hours of labour of persons between the ages of 13 and 18, and of 
fema'es above 18, to 63 hours a week, until the Ist of May, 1848, and after that 
period to 58 hours, viz. 10 hours in the day for five days in the week, and eight 
on Saturdays —Mr. Hume moved, and Dr. BowkinG seconded, the amendment 
that the Bill be read a second time that day six months, the other speakers in 
Opposition to the Bill being Mr. Mark Puituips, Mr, BRIGHT, and the CHAN- 
CELLOR of the EXCHEQUER. — Sir GEORGE Grey admitted that the discussion 
would show a difference of opinion amongst the members of the Government in 
reference to the subject under discussion. He should vote for the second read- 
ing, and for the first clause limiting the hours of labour to eleven a day, and 
oppose the prospective clause which limited them to ten after the Ist of May 
1848. The other speakers in support of the Bill were Mr. Bankes, the Marquis 
of Granny, Mr. P. Howarp, and Mr. Muntz, Sir A. Lera Hay moving the 
adjournment of the debate, which was agreed to. After which, Lord Jonn Rus- 
SELL rose to defend himself from a charge made by Mr. Bright, thathe had aban- 
doned a principle, whereas the principle remained, the only question being one 
of degree, as to the number of hours a day to which the labour of Persons com- 
prehended in the Bill should be limited.

Severa 
notices of motions were ma e, one of them by Mr. C. BenkeLey, relative to the 
removal of the Wellington statue, after which an animated discussion arose, en- 
tirely connected with the present state of Ireland, including Irish measures in 
general— the Irish Poor Law Board, Railway Plan tor Ireland, and money for 
the same presentments in Ireland and compensation to Irish tenants, upon which 
Mr. S. CRAWFORD protested against the present law of landlord and tenant, and 
hoped that the Noble Lord at the head of the Government would give hima 
pledge that some amendment of the law of landlord and tenant would be effected. 

e hoped that he would tell him that such a measure was one of those which he 
intended to introduce. — Other Members rose to reply and in support. Lord 
CASTLEREAGH in particular objected to the propositi n, and said that Hon. Gen- 
tlemen in that House were too much accustomed to look on Ireland ag they 
would upon a county, and to entertain the opinion that whatever measure would 
suit that county would be equally suitable for the whole of Ireland. Hon. Gen- 
tlemen were not perhaps aware that the systems of agriculture were widel 
different in different parts of the country. Were the measure of the Hon 
Member for R chdale therefore carried ik that House, it would involve the 
greatest mischief to the landed property in that country. He trusted that with 
out a legislative enactment the improvements which were going on in the north 
would extend to the south, and that the relations hetween the proprietors of the 
soil and the tenants would be carried out in a spirit of liberality.

HISTORIC REGISTER. 

Tae Mixr. — The usual annual accounts have just been issued 
from the Mint, and printed by order of the House of Commons, 
The following statistics are extracted therefrom: — The assets re- 
maining in the Mint on the 31st of December, 1845, amounted to 
403,7694 ; the sums issued by the Exchequer out of the consolidated 
fund, for the purchase of builion for coinage, to 300,000/. ; the pur- 
chase value of the silver bullion and dollars bought for coinage to 
394,869/. ; and the Mint value to 431,648/. ; the loss on the purchase 
of worn coin amounted to 2459/.; and the seignorage to 40,0872. 
The nominal value of the light and defective silver coin (sixpences) 
withdrawn from circulation. and paid tor to the Bank of England at 
suca value, amounted to 18,CO0/., upon which a loss was sustained of 
24601., the difference between the nominal and the Mint value. The 
purchase value of copper bullion for coinage amounted to a sum of 
3112} , and the Mint value (at 2241, per ton) being 78372, a seignor- 
age was realised of 47241. The coined moneys of silver and copper, 
delivered by the moneyers into the Mint office during the year 1846, 
amounted respectively to 559,548., and 64961, The cash received 
from the Bank and other persons in payment for British silver coin 
delivered from the Mint, &c., amounted to 580,4174. The sums 
paid into the Exchequer, from the cash received for coin, in repay- 
ment of the advances made for the purchase of bullion for coinage, 
&c., amounted to 472,930/, The bullion and coin account exhibits a 


` 30,000,000. 
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balance on silver and copper bullion (on the 31st of December last) 
of 99,9911. ‘The balance on silver and copper coin, on the 31st of 
December last, amounted to 22,110/. The balance sheet of the 
account of the Master of the Mint with her Majesty's Exchequer 
exhibits a gross total balance of assets remaining in the Mint, on the 
31st of December last, of 278,325/., of which 137,259/. consisted of a 
cash balance at the Bank. 

Merrorotitan Police. — Accounts have just been laid before 
Parliament (pursuant to Act) showing the sums received and ex- 
pended for the purposes of the metropolitan police, police super- 
annuation fund, and police courts in the year ended 31st of Dec. 
1846. Ittherefrom appears that the receipts for the service of the 
metropolitan police in that year were 381.593/. 13s. 8d , and the ex- 

enditure 326,925/. 13s. 5d. ; making the balance in hand 54 668l. 3d. 

“he receipts on account of the superannuation fund were 22,0397. 
cash, and 73,3341. government stock, valued at the sterling cash. 
The expenditure by superannuations, allowances, and gratuities to 
police constables amounted to 7783/., leaving a balance of upwards 
of 14 200. cash, and 73,334 government stock, 

Emicration To North AmMEnica.—A series of papers relative to 
the emigration to the British provinces in North America has just 
been presented to both houses of Parliament. ‘I'he most interesting 
document in the series is that addressed by Mr. Buchanan, chief 
agent for the superintendence of emigration in Canada, to the 
governor-general of Canada. From this paper it appears that the 
total number of emigrants who have landed at Quebec during the 
past year was 32,153, being 7378, of 29 per cent, over the number of 
emigrants in 1845. The emigration of last year is greater than in 
any preceding year, except 1842, when the number of emigrants who 
landed at Quebec was 44,374. Of the 32,153 who emigrated last 

ear, 26,186 were from Ireland, and the rest were from Germany, 
En land, Wales, and Scotland, 

Navan RecrirTs AND Exeenprrure.—It appears from a parlia- 
mentary paper issued on Monday, relative to naval receipts and ex- 
penditure for the year ended March 31, 1846, that the balances of the 
votes for 1842-43 and 43-44, amounted to 5860. The amount granted 
for naval services for the year 1845-46 (per Act 8 and 9 Victoria, 
c. 130, ) was 6,936,192/., and adding to the above the additional sum 
of 215,363. credited on the navy estimates for 1845-46, and 7,5282. 
(the amount granted on the supplementary estimate for the same 
year, to provide retired allowances for captains), the sum total was 
7,159,083}, The expenditure (1845 46) was, altogether, 7,334,363/., 
the grants, including appropriation in ‘aid and supplementary esti- 
mate being only 7,159,083/. Adding to the amount of expenditure 
the sum of 5860/., by balance of votes for new works (1842 43 and 
1843 44), the total expenditure during the last financial year ending 
Sist of March, 1846, was 7,350,223/, 12s., making an outlay of 
185,280/. over the receipts and balances of former years. In various 
votes 88,534/. less than the sums granted by Parliament were ex- 
pended ; but the above-mentioned excess of expenditure was caused by 
an outlay of 273,815}. upon other votes more than what was granted 
by the House of Commons, making the before-named balance. ‘The 
chief cause of this excess was an excess of outlay for naval stores, &c., 
for the building and repair of ships, docks, &c., of 165,6011., and an 
excess of expenditure for victuals for seamen and marines of more 
than 28,4111., &c. 

Prussta.—The King of Prussia has at length carried out the 
wishes and fulfilled the promises made by the late king his father, by 
conferring upon his subjects a constitution the principles of which 
are contained in the following letters patent concerning its establish- 
ment, contained in the fourth division of the collection of laws, and 
dated the 3d of February, 1847 ;— 


We, Frederick William, by the grace of God King of Prussia, &c., make known, 

Since the commencement of our reign, we have turned our particular attention 
to the constitutional organisation of our country, 

We recognise this question as one of the most important tasks imposed upon 
us by God ın our regal capacity, in which we have to attend to a double end, 
namrly to bequeath to our successors, unimpaired, the rights, the dignity, and 
power of the crown, which we have inherited from our ancestors of glorious me- 
mory ; and at the same time to grant to the faithful estates 
power of action which, while it will ensure to the 
shall be consistent with those rights and the peculiar 
narchy. 

In accordance herewith, and following up the laws given by our late royal 
father, and particularly the ordinance of 17th January, 1820, relating to the na- 
tional debt, and the law of the 5th, June, 1823, relative to the organisation of the 
provincial states, we have resolved as follows :— 

1. Whenever the necessities ot the state shall require either new loans or the 
increase of existing ones, we will convoke the provincial states of the realm in a 
general diet, in order to claim for the former the co-operation of the estates, such 
as is laid down by the ordinance relative to the national debt, and to obtain their 
consent for the latter. 

2. We will, in future, periodically convoke the committee of the United 
Estates, 

3. We grant to the General Dict and its representatives, the committee of the 
United Estates —(a) That Hh of participation in the legislation, which, by the 
law of Sth June, 1823, sec. 111. No. 2., was vested in the Provincial States, as 
long as there existed no general assembly of the States. (b) That participation 
in the affairs relative to the payment of the interest, and the liquidation (tigung) 
of the national debt, as regulated by the law of the 17th of January, 1820, and in 
as far as the same shall not be entrusted to the Commissioners of the Estates for 
the Jiquidation of the national debt. 

4. The right of petition in all internal, and not merel provincial matters. 
All this in conformity with the particular directions of the ordinances of this 
day's date relative to the organisation of the General Diet; the periodical 
convocation of, and the powers conferred upon the committee of the United 
Estates; and the formation of a deputation (commission ?) of the Estates for the 
administration of affairs relative to the national debt, 

While we thus, exceeding the promises of our late royal father, have rendered 
the imposition of new taxes and the increase of existing ones dependent on the 
consent of the Estates, in conformity with the spirit of the German consiitutions, 
and have given to our subjects a new and it aag proof of our royal confidence, 
we expect, with the same trust in their so oft-trie honour and fidelity which we 
felt at our accession to the throne of our fathers, that they will lend us their aid 
in this important matter, and assist us with all their might in our endeavours for 
the welfare of tne fatherland, so that they may prosper under the grace of God.

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GeyenaL Recorv Orrice.—Towards the close of last year we 
urged the necessity for the immediate erection of a General Record 
Office, and pointed out as the most eligible site for such a building 
the Rolls estate, in Chancery Lane. We now hear that the subject 
has been under serious consideration by the Government, and that it 
has advanced so far that surveys of the Rolls estate have been made, 
an ample and very eligible site has been provided, and a definite plan 
proposed.

The rebuilding of the British Museum cost something not far from 
1,000,000/. ; and the public records are four times the cubic bulk of 
the MSS, and printed books of the Museum, We do not know what 
the new record depository will cost, but its styse will be less expen- 
sive, and probably 300,000/. may suffice. Cost what it may, however, 
the outlay must be incurred. Centuries of neglect and makeshifts 
bring their own expenses to be reckoned some day ; and true economy 
in this case will be best secured by setting to work without further

CuMBeRLAND. — On Tuesday the 2d inst., the Messrs. Boustead, 
of Botchergate, brought up tor ‘converting into mutton no less than 
118 sheep, which were slaughtered and sent off vid the Lancaster and 
Carlisie Raiiway for sale in the London market. After the animals 
Were killed the slaughterhouse was completely besieged with ap- 
Plicants for sheep's heads, &c., which were sold to them at something 
Jess than the usual market price. We trust this system of furnishing 
the great city with meat will not ouly prove advantageous to the 
Speculators, but also to the poorer classes in this city, who are thus 
enabled to purchase those parts which are not transferred to the 
metropolis at a cheaper rate than they otnerwise could under ordinary 
circumstance. ‘The arrivals of carcases at Leadenhall during the 
week have been very great, and we perceive that about 600 of them 
have been from this county. 

Comnwatt. — Force or Coxsciexce. — A short time since, in a 
Parish on the confines of Devon and Cornwall, an honest and 
thrifty farmer engaged a sweep to come to his house for the purpose 
of sweeping his chimnies and flues, and as the worthy knight of the 
soot-brush arrived late in the evening, he was provided with a warm 
supper and was comfortably domiciled in the barn, in order to com- 
mence his operations early on the foilowing morning.

“the gentleman in black” to be no less a personage than his Satanic 
majesty himself, hurriedly threw down the sacks, flew through the 
doorway like a flash of lightning, and in their terror and hurry to 
escape the clutches of Old Nick actually took their departure, 
leaving a horse and cart behind them, which they had intended for 
the transit of the corn, and poor Sooty, the only actor left on the 
stage, speedily alarmed the sleeping inmates of the farmhouse and 
put them in pursuit of the marauders. 

LIVERPOOL. — ARTFUL ROBBERY.— À story was current on Satur- 
day, for the accuracy of which we will not vouch, as the police 
authorities have not received any report of the transaction. It said 
that a lady of this town stepped from her carriage opposite the 
Royal Bank Buildings, passed through the area, and entering the 
bank presented a cheque for a considerable sum, which she received 
in bank notes. It is believed she was minutely watched. She re- 
turned to her carriage, and was just about to step in when a gentle- 
man in spectacles, without his hat, and with a pen in his hand, 
hastily but politely accosted her, saying, “I beg pardon, madam, 
we have forgotten to make a memorandum of your notes, Will you 
kindly return them to me for a few minutes, and I will restore them 
to you directly.” ‘The lady, believing the person who addressed her 
to be one of the clerks of the bank, surrendered the notes at once, 
and the gentleman hastily retreated up the steps, through the gates 
into the area, and ran in the direction of the bank, The lady wai'ed 
some time, and at length went to the bank to inquire why the notes 
were not sent back to her. She was assured that no person had been 
sent after her from the bank, and that her business with the teller 
had been completed when the notes were counted out to her. She 
perceived at once that she had been ingeniously robbed, and that the 
respectable-looking gentleman in spectacles, after he had obtained 
the notes, must have made his exit from the buildings through the 
getes opening into Elbow Lane. 

tapwinTeR.—On Saturday evening, a fire broke out at an off- 
. hand farm occupied by Mrs. Carter, at Radwinter; and though 
assistance was speedily rendered, and the fire-engine from Walden 
was as quickly as possible conveyed to the spot, asmall barn and some 
sheds were destroyed, besides about fifteen quarters of oats and fifteen 
quarters of barley; three cows and two calves, which it was found 
impossible to get out in time, were burnt in the latter. Superin- 
tendent Clark and four of the police hastened to the spot and ren- 
dered every assistance, and by great exertion the other part of the 
premises and the dwelling-house were saved. ‘The damage is esti- 
mated at about 260/. There is no doubt the fire was entirely acci- 
dental. Mrs. Carter has had charcoal-burners employed there 
through the winter, and on Saturday a quantity of charcoal was 
placed in the loft over the cow-shed before it was properly cold, and 
as the fire broke out in that part there is no doubt that this caused the 
conflagration, 

Brooxmoor — In the beginning of last week, one of those acts 
which we have so often to record in the mining districts, resulting 
from the most fiendish and revengeful feelings, occurred at Brook- 
moor. It appears that betore daylight on Wednesday morning, four 
pieces of hard oak were introduced between the teeth of the crown 
wheel and the nut wheel of the Star Pit winding engine, at the 
Widewaters Colliery, near Brookmoor, belonging to Lord Ward. 
The object of the miscreant was to break the machinery, and destroy 
the lives of the first band of men who might happen to descend the 
shaft —a calamity which was happily averted by the timely discovery 
of the affair. A reward of 20/. has been offered by Lord Ward's 
agent for the discovery of the miscreants engaged in this nefarious 
transaction. 

Birmincuam.—A fire broke out soon after midnight on Thursday 
last, on the premises of Mr. F. I. Welch, Dean Street, which con- 
sumed the second storv and roof of one of the buildings which was 
used as a stove shop. The fire-engines were quickly on the spot, but 
although they received effective assistance from the police and a body 
of infantry from the barracks, the flames were not subdued until 
seven o'clock. The mayor and Major Grey were also present, and 
were indefatigable in their exertions. The origin of the fire has not 
been ascertained, but it is supposed to have been caused by a defect 
in one of the flues, as several persons were at work on the premises 
atthe time. The damage is estimated at between 1300/. and 14002. 
The premises were only partially insured. 

Runcoxnx. — On Saturday, the 6th instant, considerable sensation 
was caused in Runcorn by the fact of a man, named Richard Ed- 
wards, a carpenter, having killed his wife. lt appeared that Edwards, 
who is a man given to drink, had been fuddling all that day; and his 
wife, Betty Edwards, had sent one of her children to receive what 
wages were due to him. About four o'clock in the afternoon, Ed- 
wards came home, and wanted to get some money; but his wife 
declined to give him any, as all that she had received was due to the 
provision shop. Edwards immediately began to abuse and beat her, 
in the presence of her children; he took her by the hair of her head 
and attempted to throw her out of doors, and then he struck her 
several times about the head and neck, knocked her down, and kicked 
her most severely, His eldest son, who is an apprentice, interfered 
on behalf of his mother, but was obliged to desist in consequence of 
the threats of his father; but he ran out to fetch the neighbours in, 
who found her on the floor quite dead, so that she had literally been 
beaten to death. Edwards took the matter quite coolly.;, and when 
his son was desired to send for a doctor, he threatened that if he went 
he would kill him. Again, when he was told his wife was dead. he 
made use of the brutal language, “ Let her die, and to h—l with her.” 
Edwards was immediately taken into custody. On Tuesday an in- 
quest on the body was held at the Royal Hotel, Runcorn, before Mr. 
Henry Churton, coroner, when the jury returned a verdict of “ Wil- 
ful murder against Richard Edwards,” who was accordingly com- 
mitted to Chester Castle on the coroner's warrant, to take his trial at 
the next Chester assizes. 


Briprort. — An itinerant preacher of the Baptist persuasion has 
visited Bridport lately, and it appears succeeded in gaining proselytes, 
as, on Sunday night, about eleven o'clock, he dipped eight adults 
(several of whom were females) in the open river, at Allington. 
The weather on the occasion was intensely cold, of which the parties 
gave evident proof on their being safely landed on terra firma, 


NEWCASTLE-ON- TYNE. — Early on Sunday morning last a most 
dreadful murder was committed at Newbrougb, near the Fourstones 
station, on the Newcastle and Carlisle Railway. The following are 
the particulars: —The murdered man, whose name was Proud, and 
was hird to Mr. Maughan, of Newbrough Lodge, had a child to be 
baptized on Sunday afternoon, and after oe church, Proud and 
his friends had gone to a public house in the vi lage of Newbrough 
to getsome refreshment. While there, some little misunderstanding 
took place between Proud, the father of the child, and aman of the 
name of Welsh, who was a labourer at Prudhoestones lime-quarries, 
situated in the neighhourhood; and on Proud and his party leaving 
the public-house, Welsh left also, and went in the same direction, 
It is reported that the quarrel was renewed, and that something of 
the nature of a struygle took place between Welsh and Proud, at the 
turn of the road leading to Newbrough Lodge, which is situated a 
little west of the village, and that the latter having the best of it, as 
soon as they were parted, Welsh went away, and the party supposed 
they had got rid of him. However, before they had gone far up the 
lane, Welsh, who is supposed to have taken a somewhat nearer road, 
suddenly re-appeared, and, making up to Proud, seized hold of his 
head, and, pulling it back, cut his throat so dreadfully, that the un- 
fortunate victim died almost immediately. After committing the 
horrid deed, Welsh instantly ran off, and called at the same public- 
house, where he got a pot of whiskey, and having drunk it, he stated 
to the mistress of the house that it was the last time she would see 
him. He then ieft, and hastened to the Fourstones station. On 
reaching it he seems to have been entirely overcome, partly by the 
liquor he had taken, and the exertions made to flee from the locality 


In the meantime intelligence of the murder soon 
spread over the village, and Mr. Maughan having arrived at the spot, 
gave directions to make instant pursuit, and the constable (Mr. 
George Ridley) immediately mounted a horse, and went to the 
Fourstones station, where Welsh was taken. 

Norrorkx. —It is with deep regret we have to announce the demise 
of the Rev. W. Plume, master of the free grammar school, Boxford. 
On Monday evening, about eight o’clock, while Mrs. Plume was 
sitting by the fire, she perceived Mr, Plume’s hand, upon which he 
had been previously reclining, drop, when in an instant he fell 
forward upon the hearth-rug. Before any one could be called to 
his assistance he was a corpse. The deceased gentleman was de- 
servedly respected and beloved by all who knew him. He had held 
the mastership of the grammar-school for nearly thirty-three years, 
and was in the sixty-sixth year of his age. 

Croypon.—Owing to the snow on Sunday getting into the atmo- 
spheric tube, the various trains after five o'clock had to be conveyed 
by the locomotive. At nine o'clock an attempt was made to work 
the down train by atmospheric power, but in consequence «f a stop- 
page a locomotive was sent after the train, to assist it on its journey, 
when one of the men employed to superintend the closing of the 
valve by the cement, not being aware of the arrangement, and it is 
supposed not expecting a locomotive on the atmospheric line, was 
fulfilling his duty, and before he was observed the engine ran over 
him, almost literally crushing him to pieces. The body of the un- 
fortunate man, whose name was ‘lhomas Smith, was conveyed to the 
Jolly Sailor, near which the accident occurred, to await the result of 
a coroner's inquest. The trains were yesterday propelled by locomo- 
tive steam-engines, those trains which it was attempted to run on the 
pepe line coming to a stoppage in consequence of the severe 

rost. 

NEWCASTLE. — Tae Suireinc anp Coat Trape.— Since the acts 
for suspending the Corn and Navigation Laws have come into ope- 
ration, there is a great demand for both new and old ships at Sunder- 
land; in consequence of which, the journeymen ship-carpenters 
there have held a meeting, and agreed to give their employers notice, 
that on and after the 15th instant they wiil require an advance of 6d. 
per day upon their present wages of 4s per day. Several of the 
shipbuilders have already signified their intention of complying with 
the demands of their workmen, and from the present activity in the 
trade, it is expected that the whole of the shipbuilders will give the 
required advance, and the disagreeableness attendant upon a strike be 
avoided. It is confidently expected that the whole of the first-class 
vessels belonging to the coal ports will be engaged in the corn and 
timber trades in a few weeks, as soon as the usual time of departure 
arrives for the American, Baltic. and other ports. This will keep the 
coal trade in a healthy state for some months to come. Freights in 
this trade are now high. Eleven shillings per ton is given for carry- 
ing coals from Seaham Harbour to London, and from ten shillings to 
ten shillings and sixpence from the Tyne and Wear. Freights to the 
outports in proportion. The scarcity of ships in the coal carrying 
trade will, of course, give an enhanced value to them, and the price 
of coals will be kept high for some months to come, owing to the 
want of ships to carry the coals to market. 

Norrotk — SELF- ACCUSATION or a Murpenre. — On Saturday 
evening, John Lincoln, of Thorpe, cattle dealer and butcher, met 
Allen, F 4, of the fire brigade, and said he wanted to get a heavy 
secret off his mind. They went into the King’s Head, in Davey 
Place, and there Lincoln told the constable that his housekeeper had 
had a child by him, and that they had murdered it between them, in 
py ks last, by immersing it in a tub. Allen, in consequence, went 
to Inspector Copeman, and gave him information. They afterwards 
obtained a warrant, and both the man and woman were apprehended 
on Monday, and brought before Mr. S. Bignold, After an examin- 
ation, they were remanded. On Thursday they were again brought 
before Mr. Bignold, when Lincoln denied his former statement in 
toto, saying, when he was drunk he was the biggest liar in England. 
here being no corroborative evidence, and no body having been 
found, the prisoners were discharged on payment of 40s. expenses 
Tney stated before the magistrate that they were-man and wife, and 
had been married about eleven years. Since this inquiry, the police, 
Allen and Charlesworth, have been over to Blofield, and it appears 
that the body of a child was found wrapped up in.a cloth about ten 
years back. The matter remains a mystery at present, but further 
Investigation will take place respecting it. 


SCOTLAND, 


,Epinsurcu.—The lord advocate’s lunatic bill is not likely to pass 
without Cpposition. It is objected to by some as another instance of 
centralisation, and because, from the profits obtained from wealthy 
lunatics’ private and corporation asylums, they can keep pauper luna- 
tics at a cheaper rate than state institutions can do. An apprehen- 
sion is also enteriained that there will be no differential scale of im- 
post in favour of those counties and towns which have already pro- 
vided asylums at great cost. The policy of grain dealers appears to 
be to drain the country, and to concentrate large quantities of food 
in the neighbourhood of towns. 

Horriste Destirution. — A gentleman, recently from the west 
coast, assures us that a family in Kishorn, Lochcarron, have subsisted 
for several weeks this season on boiled grass and nettles, without 
tasting any other species of food. He adds that nothing whatever 
has been done for the parish beyond giving the paupers a few bowls 
of meal, and thinks that ere summer, Jeantown will be as utterly 
destitute as Skibbereen, in Ireland. 

Tue Centrat Committee on Hightanp Destrrution met for the 
first time on Monday, and the proceedings are worthy of attention. In 
the first place, the separate functions of the Free Church Committee 
are to Cease, and, as an earnest paid in 5000/. to the general fund. 
Next, resolutions were passed as to the method of relief. Among 
others, it was resolved ;— 


That relief shall be given to any party who is ascertained to be in a destitute 
state, who is willing to work, but cannot find employment, but not to parties on 
the ordinary poor roll, obtaining relief under the poor law, or able immediately 
to obtain such relief. That meal be distributed by weight; no individual to re- 
ceive more than one, or at most two weeks’ supply at a time —the distribution 
not to exceed one and a half pound per day to each adult male, three quarters of 
a pound to each adult female, and one half pound per day to children under 
twelve years of age, other food in proportion, and that a responsible member of 
the family receiving the supply appear personally. That local committees 
should hold it as a general rule that payment is to be made, or work given, in 
exchange for relief; and shall impress upon the people that food is given not as 
a gratuitous gift, but to be paid for one way or another. 


PostaGe Orrencr.—A few days ago a young man was brought to 
trial be'ore the Sheriff Court of Aberdeenshire, at the instance of the 
procurator- fiscal, charged as guilty of a misdemeanour, under the 
Act 1 Vict. cap 36. sec. 5., for having posted a newspaper with an 
enclosure therein, and also with writing intelligence on the inside of 
the cover of the newspaper, ‘The accused pleaded guilty, and the 
sheriff. in consequence of his youth (about fourteen years of age), 
found him liable in a modified fine and expenses, and granted a war- 
rant to imprison him for payment thereof. 

CLEARINGS IN THE HEBRIDES.— T'he following extract from the 
letter of a correspondent of the « Edinburgh Express,” although oe 
sibly exaggerated, shows the necessity of inquiry into the state of the 
Highlands before any permanent measures of relief be entered into 
either by parliamentary interference or otherwise :— 


In South Uist there are laces cal obosts, where the people, generally 
speaking, were, upon the whole; sarwi aa able to pay their way; but they 
have been turned out of their small holdings to the barren hills and mossy moors, 
to spend their energies on a stubborn soil, which can yield no remunerating crops 
for years to come; and how in the meantime the poor people are to be supported 
no one can tell. At Whitsunday last a number of milion were cleared from 
Watersay to make room for cattle, and these families are now located on a most 
sterile spot, to the east of Castle Bay. The Sound of Eriskay was at the same 
time cleared of a number of families, in order to accommodate sheep or cattle. 
And where are the people now? On the wildest portions of the inhospitable 
hill of Killbride. Again, the inhabitants of the east side of Binnmore have been 
banished to the outskirts of the Killbride hills, and this for no other purpose 
than to provide additional grazings. Preparations are now making, it is reported, 
for another clearing at the ensuing Whitsunday ; the place to be cleared is said 
to be Helesay. In Barra there are according to a writer in the “ Inverness 
Courier," 7002. which should be given, and might be distributed for the support 
of the destitute; but he forgot to tell that there is no one in the island to ad- 
minister that fund—there is not a magistrate, and there is not a parochial 
board, a collector, or an inspector ; and more, in a population of 2300 and up- 
wards, there is not one fit for the duties of such offices. 


DISTRIBUTION OF INDIAN PRESENTS AT THE 
GRAND RIVER, UPPER CANADA, NOVEMBER, 
1846. 


Canada is a land of sudden changes; its climate and its politics are 
ever in extremes. Red-hot Torvism and the thermometer at 90 de- 
grees in the shade; or levelling Yankeeism with mercury freezing in 
the tube ; there is no juste milieu! A man goes to sleep groaning 
under the oppressive heat of a linen sheet, and he awakes calling out 
for double blankets and stove fires. Winter kicks summer off the 
stage; Christmas winds up the dog days; spring and autumn, like 
moderate politicians, are excluded from the arena. 

Nor do these abrupt changes from grave to gay, from lively to 
severe, apply only to climate and politics. I was much struck with 
the wonderfully rapid transition from town to country; as, having 
accepted an invitation to accompany a party to the Grand River to 
witness the annual distribution of presents to the Indians, 1 left the 
little town of Hamilton, and in a few minutes found myself, as if 
transported by magic, in a dense wilderness. 

I must apologise for the expression “ little town,” for there are 
no towns in Canada. Everything ranking above a village is called 
a city—and Hamilton is accordingly a little city, returning its little 
members, having its little mayor and corporation, its little aristocracy 
who drive in little carriages, and live in httle mansions ; boasting its 
little literature and its little dandies, its little shops and is little 
banks; in short it is a little dirty Daguerreotype of a large town; 
but with all its little presumption, a pretty, busy, bustling place, full 
of life and activity, and destined no doubt, at some future day, to be 
a place of considerable importance. Leaving an English town, the 
transition to waving fields and green lanes is gradual; the straggling 
suburb and the dusty highway prepare the mind for the change of 
Scene and atmosphere. Not so here, where extremes do not only 
meet but actually go hand in hand; the busy hum of Hamilton was 
sill ringing in our ears when we found ourselves amid scenes in 
which Nature, as if rejoiced to throw off the unnatural restraint 
which the hand of man had thrust upon her, burst forth in all her 
wildness, and frowning in dark and gloomy grandeur the dense 
forest, its bleak trees venerable with the moss of centuries, encircled 
us on all sides. 

Fit haunts, thought I, for those wild and rugged men, whom the 
march of civilisation with all its train of vices is driving day by day 
farther and farther from the approach of white men, from the evils 
which his presence bring with it, evils which rather than entail upon 
his race he leaves his home and gives up his inheritance. And I 
sighed as I thought that the magnanimous red man, the aboriginal 
race of this great continent, shouid be hunted from the face of the 
civilised world, and that the day cannot be far distant when the 
achievements of such men as Teanuseh shall be related as the 
heroisms of a departed race. 

My reveries were interrupted by the sudden appearance of a 
blanket-clad Indian, who emerged, rifle in hand, from the thicket, 
bearing on his shoulders a fine antlered buck, while from the leather 
belt around his waist, pheasants, ducks, and black squirrels ae 
closely crowded tegether. He stopped as he saw us, and | confess 
felt a strange cold sensation on the crown of my head. while my eyes 
wandered nervously over his person in search of his tomahawk ; but 
he did not, it appeared, covet my scalp, for, advancing, he he d out 
his hand which I shook most warmly, until afew words uttered by 
him in a low soft tone caused me to drop it as if stung by an adder. 
The words were—look down shade of Teanuseh! weep for the 
fallen glories of thy race !—the words were, ‘ Excuse my glove, sir!" 

The duty of distributing presents in Canada devoives upon officers 
of the commissariat, who are guided, as far as regards the extent and 
nature of these issues, by the respective superintendents of Indian 
affairs, every individual member of each tribe receiving a certain 
equipment which varies in value according to the claimant's age, 
rank, and services. On the present occasion, our party consisted of 
Col. C., the Indian superintendent, the commissariat officer, and two 
amateurs, who like myself had joined the expedition from a desire to 
see something of the red man’s ways, as well as from the hope ot 
sport, for the country between the Grand River and Lake Erie is 
celebrated hunting ground. 

The Onandaga council house at the Tuscarora settlement, on the 
banks of the Grand River, (which runs in nearly a parallel line 
midway between Lakes Ontario and Erie,) was the spot selected for 
the distribution, and here we found the chiefs or representatives of 
twenty-two tribes, awaiting to be informed of the period when their 
people would be required to assemble to receive their presents. 

The council house is a rudely-built log-hut, standing on a slight 
eminence; in its rear, a dense forest stretches for miles, its darkness 
broken only here and there by the glimmer of a solitary loupfire ; in 
front, a large open plain slopes gradually to the abrupt banks of the 
Grand River, which rolls sullenly through its deep bed, and on the 
opposite side the forest again fills up the scene as far as the eye can 
stretch ; the whole aspect of nature is wild in the extreme, but there 
is a most tiresome degree of monotony and sameness in it, which at 
this season is most pleasingly relieved by the brilliant variety of the 
autumnal foliage; every tree, I might almost say every leaf, differing 
in colour ; the rich deep green of the cedar contrasting boldly with 
the glaring red of the maple, and the bright gold hue of the ash. 

As the heavily laden waggons containing the presents wound 
slowly up the ascent, it was far from gratifying to our vanity to ob- 
setve the utter indifference with which the assembled chiefs viewed 
the arrival of the presents and their bearers. Standing or lying 
around their fires, hardly a look did they honour us with — not a word 
of salutation greeted us; and as cargo after cargo was unpacked and 
deposited in the council house, without as much as attracting the 
notice of the chiefs, we came to the conclusion that never did men, 
bent on so gracious an errand, meet with so ungrateful a reception. 
But whatever may have been the effect upon our dignity of this dis- 
play of nonchalance, it certainly proceeded from no ill will towards 
us, but, on the contrary, was in strict accordance with the red man's 
“rules of etiquette,” the display of any emotion or passion, whether 
of pleasure or of pain, being looked upon as the very heiyvht of ill- 
breeding. Nil admirari is the keystone to Indian philosophy. 

The preparation of presents for issue being a work of some diffi- 
culty, that day week was appointed for the distribution, which, having 
been conveyed to the chiefs by the interpreter, they departed to col- 
lect their respective tribes for the approaching ceremony. 

The intervening week was not a time of idieness to our little party. 
In addition to the labour which duty imposed, in which we all ren- 
dered willing assistance, there were some serious calls upon our acti- 
vity in the cause of hunger; for though a life in the woods undoubt- 
edly increases the appetite, the means of satisfying it are net to be 
obtained without exertion, and day after day found us working for 
our dinners and breakfasts, our established commissariat, consist- 
ing only of sundry jars and bottles, which, though very agreeable 
accessories, stamped us in the opinion of many a denizen ot the 
woods as mere featherbed sportsmen. : 

A deer hunt generally opened the day’s operations, and no one — 
not an ensign on his first parade, nor a lawyer with his first brie’, nor 
an M.P. mouthing his maiden speech, nay, not a girl at her first 
flirtation, ever felt the rapture and delight of the sportsman with a 
prospect of killing “his first deer.” The hounds are in, and the 
huntsmen are posted at certain deer paths, when, with their 
guns cocked, and their bodies concealéd behind trees or logs, they 
await as calmly as they can their graceful prey; and now, nearer and 
nearer sound the deep tones of the hounds’ voice, and loud beats the 
young sportsman’s heart as a distant rustling in the bushes gives 
timely notice of the deer’s approach. With finger nervously bent 
around the trigger, his eye strained, his cheek flushed, his blood boil- 
ing, and a firm conviction on his mind that he is “quite cool,” he 
beholds at a short distance, gently forcing its way through the bushes, 
a five large doe, which speedily but stealthily advances over the dry 
leaves, which hardly rustle under its tread; suddenly it stops; its 
quick eye has met an unwelcome form; for an instant it stands as if 
irresolute ; in the next it turns, and with a start and a bouhig@alun 
into the deeper recesses of the forest; but too late! the sharp ¢rack> 
of the rifle is echoed by the hounds’ exulting cry, and with drooping 
head and tail quivering the poor beast staggers; witha last effort it 


turns to face the hound that is leaping up at its neck, but the blood ` 
is flowing from its mouth and nostrils, and the beast drops heavily 3™¥ 


the knees give way, and the deer lies down. Big drops — tears — 


like human tears, roll from its breaking eyes, and with an expression _

of resigned agony, it stretches out its neck as if baring its throat for 
the knife; the dog bestows one scrutinising glance, one expressive 
sniff upon its victim, and passes on. He has done his work; the 
finishing butchery is reserved for man. 

Having thus secured a joint, Kaygo, that prince of guides and 
sportsmen (a happy cross between Negro and Indian), leads the way 
to where the wild turkey snoozes in the tree, and the stupid bird is 
awakened by a rifle ball through its head. Then paddling stealthily 
his bark canoe, the wild goose is startled from its rushy bed, and falls 
flapping heavily. The large black duck, which here abounds, little 
dreams that cayenne and lemon juice will be its portion soon. Re- 
turning through the woods, partridges are shot sitting, and black 
squirrels flying — the one seems as improbable as the other; but re- 
member, ye shooters in preserves and turnip fields, our birds are shot 
in cedar swamps and thick cover. Returning at nightfall, as we 
cross the river, some pieces of pine are lit and placed in the bows of

On the evening and during the night preceding the di i 
presents, the Indians began to arrive in aE rT 
after sunrise, twenty-two tribes, numbering upwards of 2000 ae 
lay eceembers a dine of the council house, their swarthy forms just 
visible through the morning mist as they 1 in pi 
wildness around their fires. ty Seon ped tn picturesque 
And strange and striking was the variety which th 
sented, as the flickering light of the wood ‘aes fell Epouithe fous 
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of young and old men, women, and children, all huddled together in 
every attitude and position. There was the aged chief squatted a 
little in advance of his party; the sturdy warrior leaning upon his 
rifle; the palsied hag, her glistening eyes and blue lips alone visible 
from beneath the folds of a dirty blanket; the calm faced squaw with 
the papoos cradled on her back; here might be seen the savage 
Mohawk, with his sunken eye and prominent features ; the idolatrous 
Caynga, who worship the white dog; the hideous Kayentogo- 
wah, his high cheek bones coarsely besmeared with paint; the digni- 
fied Onandaga; the wily Tuscarora; the Aughhanga, with his 
broad unmeaning face; each tribe differing from the next in race, 
creed, feature, habit, and language; but all, from the silver-haired 
chief to the naked urchin at his feet, marked by one characteristic 
trait—mental and bodily indolence. 

Here and there a party might be seen dividing the carcass of a re- 
cently slain deer, or intently engaged in a game of Indian “ thimble-

rig,” in which mocassins take the place of thimbles, and pebbles of 
peas; but these were the exceptions; most of them were standing 
still and immovable as statues gazing at their fires, or stretched upon 
the turf covered with their blankets, uttering no sound, moving no 
muscle, unless when an occasional grunt, or an unusually expressive 
glance, would warn the squaw to gather wood and replenish the 
sinking fire; for whether old or young, in sickness or in health— 
whether staggering under the weight of the unborn babe, or with 
her dusky papoos at her inease whether as child, wife, mother, or 
hag, the squaw is still the Indian’s beast of burthen, the hewer of 
wood and drawer of water, the uncomplaining partner of his hard- 
ships, and but too often the victim of his brutality. 

The presents of each tribe being divided and subdivided, are placed 
in separate parcels, and the chiefs having been first presented in due 
form by the Indian superintendent to the commissariat officer, the 
distribution commences, the largest tribes taking precedence, and 
chiefs, warriors, women, and children appearing in their turn, and 
receiving each their allotted equipment; and though now and then 
the bright barrel of a rifle attracts some glistening eye, or a piece of 
calico of very glaring colours is honoured with the wistful gaze of 
some young squaw, the ceremony is completed without dispelling 
that fashionable nonchalance which would do honour to many a 
drawing-room, but which we would have gladly dispensed with in these 
solitudes; andthe squaws having collected the property of their re- 
spective tribes, trudged along with their heavy burthens on their 
backs, while. the men lounge after them until they arrive at their 
encampments, when they inspect their goods, appropriate to them- 
selves the things worthy of their acceptance, and with an air of sulky 
condescension allow the squaws and children to scramble for the 
refuse. 

On this occasion, however, it is only fair to record two instances 
of disinterested gratitude :—A young Mohawk chief, of considerable 
intelligence and most repossessing manners, invested the commis- 
sariat officer with the “ Youthon-tan-yaks,” or string of sweet grass, 
a graceful ornament conferring the dignity of chief; and a motherly 
old squaw, with a degree of consideration of which I was quite un- 
worthy, laid at my feet a jar of “ tsi-kanou-gwatsero,” water from the

celebrated sour springs in this vicinity, which the old gentlewoman 
assured me had the wonderful virtue of curing every disease from 
toothache to hopeless love, and from rheumatism to barrenness ; and 
when I endeavoured to assure her that neither my teeth, bones, or 
heart required her medicine, she begged me to lose no time in ad- 
ministering a dose to my squaw, and if it failed, to send her out to 
her t> complete the cure. 

As soon as the whole ceremony of the distribution was completed, 
a council of chiefs assembled, who having sat in profound silence for 
some time, and smoked sundry pipes, came to the conclusion that it 
would be right to express in the name of their tribes, their gratitude 
for the presents which they had received; which having been com- 
municated to the commissariat officer by the interpreter, Aco, chief 
of the Onandagas, a most venerable man, holding the dignified office 
of council fire-keeper, addressed to him the following “ big talk,” 
each sentence being interpreted as he proceeded :— 

« My father, 

“ We are glad to see you among us, and grateful for the presents, 
of which you are the bearer, from our great mother who lives across 
the sea. Truly thankful are we to our great mother. 

“ My father does not remember when the Indian was the white 
man’s enemy ; and we feel happy to be the white man’s friend, and 
rejoiced to call him brother. 

se Assure our great mother across the sea how grateful we are to 
receive the presents. Tell her that we are her sons; loving her 
as sons should love their mother. 

“ Father, we thank you, for you are good, We love our great 
mother and all her officers; the Indian’s heart is warm, and he loves 
his friends, 

“ We are of many tribes; but we all love our great mother. We 
are of many creeds, but we all worship the Great Spirit; blessed be 
the Great Spirit! Long live our great mother!” 

“Our great mother is good, and her under-officers are good. 
We are grateful to our great mother, and all her under-officers ! 
We have spoken!” 

This speech was delivered in a monotonous and singing tone of 
voice, and in acalm manner; but in spite of this and its endless 
repetitions, it displayed a better feeling than we had been inclined to 
give the Indians credit for, 

The commissariat officer in reply assured them of the pleasure he 
felt in being the instrament of the Queen's bounty towards her red 
children; complimented them upon their good conduct and in-

another interrogatory at fault. We believe him indeed to represent 
the Hermit in London, enjoying that Byronic communion with self 
which makes the crowded city a solitude and a desert of human life. 


TUSCARORA SQUAWS AND PAPOOBES. 
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At these words many sere Ugh! ugh! ugh!” was uttered in 
token of approbation ; but it was not until at the close of his re- 
marks, he exclaimed with head uncovered, “ God save the Queen!” 
that Indian Stoicism gave way ; 
_ The interpreter had hardly translated these words, when they passed 
in many a dialect from mouth to mouth, “ He has said, may the 
Great Spirit preserve our Great Mother !” was echoed by a thousand 
voices — the venerable Aco grunted — greyheaded chiefs screamed 
— warriors shouted — squaws squealed — children bawled — and 
never in court or camp was blessing invoked upon the head of our 
gracious Queen with more devoted foyalty and affection than by these 
savage men on the banks of the Grand River. 

It was a scene never to be forgotten; and when I saw a peddling 
Yankee vagabond, with his brass trinkets and bad whiskey, standing 
watching us at a little distance, the only unmoved man of the party, 
I felt proud and happy to think J was an Englishman, and thanked 
heaven that I was not “ like yonder publican !” 

Indian enthusiasm is shortlived : a few moments more and all had 
relaxed into their former lethargy, and all our advances towards a 
more amiable description of intercourse were met with the same 
vacant indifferent stare which had greeted our arrival. 

Through the influence of one or two of their leading chiefs, some 
of the younger men were with difficulty prevailed upon to treat us to 
a war dance, a bit of terpsichorean performance, which seemed to con- 
sist in hopping with violent gestures around a fire, brandishing arms 
and legs indiscriminately, and forming altogether a dance which can 
only be described as being utterly unlike any other dance known in 
the world. Whether my Yankee friend had succeeded in bartering 
his “ fire water” for cloths and blankets (which was no doubt the 
object of his attendance on this occasion), or whether from the force 
of example, the small number of young Indians who had been 
persuaded to open the ball rapidly increased, by degrees many an 
aged man joined the ranks, and when about midnight we emerged 
from our tent and gazed around, the whole plain presented the strange 
spectacle of some hundreds of savages leaping frantically in in- 
human attitudes, and filling the air with wild and unnatural shrieks, 
to the tune of which we at last lay down on our buffalo skins and 
fell asleep. 

And when the Morning sun arose, all was hushed and silent. We 
looked around and the plain was deserted ; here and there a solitary 
Indian might be seen emerging rifle in hand from the thicket; now 
and then a squaw would trudge along staggering beneath some 
heavy burden; noiselessly a bark canoe would occasionally glide 
across the river; but that was all: and the dying embers of some 
hundred fires alone remained to mark the encampment of the Grand 
River Indians, 


And thus ended the distribution of Indian Presents in 18461

A CHINESE BEGGAR. 
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BRITISH COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 


West Inptes. — Guiana. — Extract of a letter from ‘Berbice, 
datec Dec. 31. 1846: —“* If government would only be persuaded to 
permit a regular communication with the Kroo coast, we should 
have an abundant supply of the very best class of field labourers that 
has ever come to the country. ‘The Kroomen who are now here 
complain bitterly of the difficulty of returning to visit their own 
country, in consequence of the prohibition of the English govern- 
ment from all communication with that coast.” 

We learn from the Jamaica accounts thatit is in contemplation to 
establish a line of steamers from the West India islands to the 
United States. It is contemplated to employ four steamers for the 
efficient performance of the duty. It is proposed that they shall 
call at all the islands for letters and passengers, ‘The large trade in 
provisions which is now rising up between those colonies and North 
America appears to require this facility. 

Van Diemen’s Lann. — We h ve newspapers from this colony 
to the 18th September. ‘The governor continued in as bad odour as 
ever, and his position, even in the legislative council, was such as to 
make it indispensable to the legitimate influence of government, 
that his successor should arrive as soon as possible. A declaration 
was moved by Mr. Aliison in that body on the 11th of September: 
“ That in the opinion of the council the home government should 
pay two thirds of the judicial expenses of the colony.” In support of 
this proposal Mr. Allison stated that, “ During the last year there 
were 135 persons tried at the supreme court, and {of that number 
there were only four free persons.” Mr. Orr, at an earlier period of 
the meeting, had observed, in reference to the same subject, that 
« As there were many items in the judicial department which could 
not apply in criminal cases, they would only claim two thirds of the 
expense.” In the course of the discussion on Mr. Allison’s motion 
the governor said — “ One of his first despatches was to recommend 
that the home government should bear two thirds of the judicial ex- 
penses of the colony.” The motion was carried unanimously. 

The remaining intelligence from the colony admits of being briefly 
summed up. The first election of commissioners under the act to 
provide for the cleansing and paving of Hobart Town was to take 
place on the 4th of September. The subscription towards the 
appointment of a resident agent in London, to support the petitions 
of the colonists, was in progress, and an address to Mr. M‘Lachlan, 
who has hitherto discharged this office gratuitously, was in the course 
of signature. The “ Hobart ‘Town Advertiser” of Sept. 18. states: 
— “ Robberies are becoming very rife at the outskirts of the town. 
Last week two burglaries were committed towards the upper end of 
Goulburn Street, the first in open day, about three or four o'clock in 
the afterncon. There are a number of disreputable characters in 
that neighbourhood.” 

Baregapogs.—The * Barbadoes Liberal,” of the 6th of Jan., speaks 
thus of the state of the island: —‘ The weather continues highly fa- 
vourable to the planter, and the prospects of the crop, which has 
commenced in some places, are generally good. We understand that 
in some of the low lands the early plants, put in last month, have 
been injured by the heavy rains, so as to render replanting, to some 
extent, necessary. Scarcely a day passed in the last month without 
rain. The whole of Christmas week was rainy, and on the following 
Monday, the 28th, we have in this (St. Michael) parish, and some of 
the parishes to windward, the greatest fall of water that had been 
known for many years. In the city and suburbs especially, it was 
quite inundating in a small way. The weather to the present time 
continues showery. 
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FOREIGN. 

France.—The speech of M. Guizot on the Spanish marriages, 
and the suppression of Cracow, delivered by him in the Chamber of 
Deputies on the 1st, seems to be generally received in Paris as 
clever. There was about M. Guizot on this occasion an obvious 
self.complacency at the success of an enterprise, credit for conduct- 
ing which he claimed of his auditory. He did not, in terms, avow 
that he had unworthily practised on a confiding ally, but he sought 
to justify it. Men are frequently led by the heat of argument into 
the utterance of expressions which they afterwards lament. In this 
case, however, there was nothing in the shape of opposison to excite. 
lt was a monologue, and all said was prepense. ‘T'he arguments of a 
scholar and an orator, however, will not in England be held to pal- 
liate deceit and incivility. His discourteous triumph of having suc- 
cessfully duped Lord Normanby was in a species of taste that will 
find few admirers among gentlemen—even that class of gentlemen 
whose profession is diplomacy. 

According to the “ Moniteur de l'Armée,” the King had conferred 
on the Duke de Montpensier the superior command of the artillery, 
in the department of the Seine. 

It was stated in Paris that the chances of the Count de Montemolin 
in Spain were considered to become daily more promising, 

The Paris papers of Monday treat upon a variety of topics, but 
the subject which most engrosses their attention is the long-expected 
and announced Prussian constitution, in the shape of certain politi- 
cal concessions spontaneously made by King Frederick William to 
his subjects; but which do not appear to have excited much admira- 
tion amongst our contemporaries of the French. . There are, how- 
ever, two or three journals which speak of the act in terms which 
might be considered offensive to the Prussian Sovereign, and this is 
to be deprecated, inasmuch as the concessions are voluntary, and may 
be reyarded as the first step in the way of constitutional institutions. 
The claim to public esteem founded upon concessions of such a 
nature, is in proportion to the absence or degree of coercion under 
which they are granted, and it would not appear in the present case 
that there has been any direct or indirect influence upon the mind of 
the King of Prussia beyond that of his own sense of justice, and of a 
desire to make, step by step, the experiment of a constitutional 
system, 

Searn.—At the sitting of the Senate on the Ist, the Marquis de 
Miraflores rectified a portion of the statement made by M. Guizot 
in the French Chamber of Peers, relative to an overture said to have 
been made to the French Cabinet by thit of which Senor de Mira- 
flores was president. The marquis said that no new official overture 
had been made by him to the French Government respecting the 
royal marriages. He had merely held a friendly conference with the 
French ambassador on the subject. 

Tne Duke de Sotomayor is the only member of the present cabinet 
favourably inclined to England, he being a strong advocate for the 
advancement of free-trade pe 

PoxtuGcaLt.—Accounts from Oporto state that Das Antas’s party 
are in high spirits, and determined to stand a siege. Saldanha occu- 
pies the line of the Agueda. Une of his last acts was to detach 
Colonel Lapa to Lamego; and that officer having crossed the Douro 
at Regoa, formed a junction with Baron Vinhaes, and it is currently 
reported and believed here to-day, that the latter advanced against the 
Miguelite General Macdonnell and beat him at Villareal. Lt is also 
said that Macdonnell was severely wounded, and that with the re- 
mains of his force he has retreated on Canavezes. The Queen’s 
general, Baron Casal, was at Vianna on the 28th. He had despatched 
several messengers for orders to Saldanha, but all were intercepted 
by the flying bands that scour the country, aud one of his aides-de- 
camp had been sent, in the Montrose steamer, from Vigo to Lisbon, 
to effect a communication by that détour, A messenger from Sal- 
danha reached Casal on the 30th, and orders have been given to the 
latter to move forward and unite with General Vinhaes. lt is fur- 
ther said, that Saldanha has determined to advance, and that in a day 
or two his head-quarters will be at Oliveira de Azemeis, about seven 
leagues from this on the Lisbon road, and that he contemplates 
moving to Carvoeiro, three leagues on the Douro, above this city. 
With regard toa Miguelite and Septembrist convention, no such 
thing has taken place. Both parties have agreed not to act agains: 
each other; and the Miyuelites have undertaken to harrass the 
Queen’s troops and prevent their junction. 

Oporio is perfectly quiet. The public peace is preserved in the 
most remarkable manner, The Duke de Terceira is still in the 
Castle of the Foz. Since the Marquis of Louiés arrival here the 
duke has been much better treated. In the river at Oporto are her 
Majesty's steam-frigate Gladiator, steam-sloop Polyphemus, and the 
steamer Bloodhound. Donna Maria’s steamers, the Mindelio and 
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Duque do Porto, are in the Doura, in possession of the junta. There 
is no British ship of war off Oporto. 

Sweven. — STocKHOLM, Jan, 20. — To-day have been published 
two royal decrees, both dated Dec. 22., which are highly important 
to our manufacturers and artisans; with very few restrictions and 
exceptions, the freedom of trade and manufacture are thereby or- 
dained. All guilds are abolished, and every Swede who is of age, 
and maintains a good character, is empowered to make any and every 
kind of manufacture and handicraft, and to sell the same either in 
the cities and towns, orin the country, He must have given proof 
before the principal authorities, that he is able to accomplish the 
trade which it is his desire to exercise. Trade is quite free, and'may 
be carried on by all who are able to write and cypher. The new ar- 
rangements are to come into operation on the 1st July. 

ALGERIA. — The “ Moniteur Algerien” of the 30th ult. publishes 
some details of the affair of the 10th, between the troops under the 
command of General Herbillon and the tribe of the Ouled Djellals, 
by which it appears that Bou Maza had, a few hours before the com- 
bat, been with the tribe, and so excited them against the French, that 
they resolved upon making a vigorous resistance against any attack. 
The first attempt under Chef-de- Bataillon Billon was a failure ; that 
officer was killed, and the three companies under his orders were com- 
pelled to retreat, carrying with them 18 dead, and 65 wounded. Some 
time afterwards General Herbillon himseif came up wiih about 600 
men, and attacked the Arabs with so much ardour, that they offered 
their submission, after having had 63 killed, and about 100 wounded. 
The offer of submissionjwas accepted by the general, on the condition 
of a large fine being paid. This was agreed to, and on the following 
day the tribe had already paid half the amount stipulated. The 
“6 Manitede Algérien ” announces also the submission of some of the 
chiefs of the Kabyles of Seif and Bugia. 

Turxey.—Letters from Constantinople intimate that the difference 
between the Ottoman and French governments, arising from the 
reception given to the Bey of ‘Tunis in Paris, is likely to be more 
serious than was at first imagined. It appears that “M. de Bour- 
queney, in a noe which he communicated to the Ottoman court, 
gave a rapid sketch of the distinction which the cabinet at the 
Tuileries had accorded to the Bey at Paris. The ambassador has 
received this, which was dated the 12th of December, in order to 
communicate it to the Divan. M. de Bourqueney concluded his 
note in terms almost imperious, requiring that the Porte should 
abstain from all ulterior commentary upon the conduct of the court 
of France, and should regard the affair as M, Guizot had represented 
it. Thereupon the Porte taking offence from the note, and espe- 
cially from the additions made to it by the French ambassador, com- 
municated with the English ambassador as to the advisableness of 
sending it back to M. de Bourqueney. It was decided not to do so, 
but a protestation will probably be sent to Paris, 

Letters from Constantinople of the 20th January also state that, 
according to accounts received from Mussoul and its environs, of the 
27th December, the cholera has quite disappeared there. From 
Alexandria, however, we learn that the melancholy news had arrived 
in Cairo, from Mecca, that the devastating pestilence had there 
broken out among the pilgrims, and that in nine days no Jess than 
15,000 victims had been swept away by it. 

Gueece,.—We read in a letter from Ancona of the 26th ult. : — 
“In consequence of reports received from the British consuls in 
various parts of Greece, Sir Edmund Lyon, the British minister at 
Athens, presented in November two notes to the Greek government 
complaining anew of the piracies, and accusing the ministry of ne- 
gligence. M. Coletti is said to have returned an answer on Decem- 
ber 25., in moderate, but pian aod eben terms,” 

Mexico,—We extract the following from a private lett é 2 
of course), dated Mexico, Dec. 30. 1846: Sy Santa NER Tee 
Luis, withy as he says, 25,000 men; for whom he asks 600,000 dollars 
a month, and they send him as much as they can; but 1 really think 
he is, or will be, soon brought to his last shift. ‘There is no doubt 
about it, that he made an arrangement with the Yankees before he 
came, for which he got, or 1s 10 get, two millions of dollars — the 
exact sum asked by President Polk. Now, as they know this here 
there is a great deal of bellowing about war in Congress, However. 
tis not the Yankees they want to fight, but to humble Santa Anna. 
How truly Mexican this 1s ! Santa Anna, on the other hand is 
never seen in San Luis out of doors; the troops are never exercised ; 
but Santa Anna has a monte (gambling bank) in San Luis on his 
own account; General Ampudier is the croupier, &c, &c Now 
and then Santa Anna makes an illegal attempt to bully government ; 
then there is censuring in Congress; then he submits again. He 
knows too well he has lost all chance with the gente moderado 1 a 
cente, therefore he writes to the exaltados in the most abject Cie: 
but even they despise him. Meanwhile the Yankees advance as 
much as they have a mind to; but, although there is about them a 
good deal of talk and blustering, that is ail you perceive. Robbe 
has, however, gone on in a mode which outbids all periods, Hare 
was minister (of finance) 6, and Villamil 3 weeks; the former 
stole 500,000 dollars, the latter 200,000; and this I have from good 
authority.” i : . 

AMERICA. — By the Yorkshire, which arrived in the Mersey on 
Friday last, we have received accounts from New York to the 16th 
ult. inclusive. ‘The accounts received from the city of Mexico ex- 
tend to the 17th, from Vera Cruz to the 23d, and from Tampico to 
the 30th of December. ‘They are, however, extremely indetinite 
The constituent congress appears to have decided against the recep- 
tion of the American overtures and against foreign mediation; and 
it is stated that it had also decided in favour of Santa Anna as presi- 
dent of the republic. Lhe treasury was again emba: rassed for funds 
the loan of 500,000 dollars ex.orted from the clergy having been x: 
hausted. In the gulf both success and disaster’ had attended the 
American squadron. Laguna, in the State of Tobasco, had been 
captured on the 20th December, without resistance, by a small 
flotilla, under Commodore Perry, and the guns and munitions of 
war found in the forts and town destroyed; aud a Mexican schooner 
had been seized by the steam ship Mississippi. On the other hand 
the United States schooner Union had met the fate of the Somers, 
in a tornado, off Vera Cruz. I he officers and crew were, however 
on this occasion, saved, These are the principal points of the 
news from these two sections. There were yet no indications of an 
attack upon Vera Cruz. 

Krom the Rio Grande the accounts are to the opening of January, 
and according to the American journals there was every probability 
of an immediate collision between Santa Anna's force of 30,0U0 men 
and the advanced corps under General Worth, at Saltillo. On the 
reception of the intelligence of Santa Anna's advance, General 
Taylor detached from the force which he had just left at Monterey for 
Victoria, a portion of his command as a reinforcement; the reserve, 
under General Butier, followed; and Probably, before the 25th of 
December, General Worth would possess a force of 50C0 men, with 
which to repel any contemplated assault, In the valley of the Rio 
Grande considerable apprehensions were entertained of an attack 
from a Mexican troop vf 2000 men, under General Canales, and the 
Americans at Camargo had been placed under arms, ‘Lhe rancheros 
were Carrying on a gueiilia warfare upon stragglers, Such is the 
position of affairs on the frontiers, General Scott, the new com- 
mander-in-chicf, had left Camargo for Monterey, 
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PROGRESS. 


Hours ror tHe Poor.—Model lodging-houses are arising in 
various localities of the metropolis. An extensive building of the 
kind is in progress in George Street, St. Giles’s. The premises, 
when completed, will afford commodious shelter for 100 labourers ; 
each of whom will have separate sleeping apartments, with the free 
use of day-room, kitchen, washing-room, &c. The charge to’ be 
made for a night's shelter is 4d. ; and for this sum the lodger will be 
provided with a clean, comfortable bed, the use of a living-room, 
kitchen, &c., all wholesome and well regulated. We are sorry to 
see it stated, that the expenses exceed the subscriptions by 20001. ; 
and the committee appeal to the public sympathy for the liquidation 
of the debt. Another new lodging-house for the accommodation of 
the poor has been opened in Glasshouse Street, Kast Smithfield. 
The building taken for the purpose is an old warehouse, of which 
one division is appropriated as a sleeping- ward for the men, and 


another for the women. Contiguous to these is a spacious sittings 
room, with the use of a library, and a commodious kitchen, The 
men's ward is designed for the reception of 144 inmates, each being 
provided with a bed and bedding, consisting of a ficck-bed, a pair of 
sheets and blankets, and rug coverlet, for which accommodation but 
2d. per night is charged. Several articles of provisions, of best qua- 
lity, are retailed to the inmates at cost price. This lodging-house, 
which can at present accommodate only eighty, has been filled every 
night since its first opening. A piece cf ground has also, we are 
informed, been bought for a similar purpose near the Veterinary 
College at Camden ‘Town. 

Cooxixne Ovens ror rue Worxine Crasses.— Our modern cities 
have grown up to an incommensurate size and population, but the 
legislator to organise these huge masses has not yet appeared. It 
may be stated, however, at once, that public cocking ovens are but 
the necessary complements of public washhouses; as it stands to 
reason that while the poor housewife is occupied in washing, the 
other parts of the household must necessarily come to a standstill un- 
less the above accommodation is added thereto, It is also to be 
taken into account that while one washing-house and one cooking- 
house wiil (separately) occupy one area + another area, they com- 
bined will occupy, say only one + one-half, and the same will be 
the proportion of the expense of building, firing, lighting, nay, su- 
perintendence. It is nearly useless to observe, that at a cooking oven 
the necessary vessels, as tin pans, &c., should be also provided, so that 
the poor but industrious journeyman has nothing to do but to pur- 
chase the meat and bring it to the oven.— The Builder. 

Tur Great Bairaty.—We have been favoured (says the “ Dundee 
Advertiser”) with the following extract of a letter from Mr. James 
Bremner, civii engineer, Wick, to a gentleman in this quarter-—*‘ I 
left the Great Britain in charge of Captain Claxton, the managing 
director, who is stuffing her larboard quarter with fagots, brushwood, 
sand bags, and chains and bolts, &c. Itis Mr. Brunel's pian, and I 
am not sure of its effects; but I hope there wiil be no danger of her 
until April, when 1 expect to commence operations to raise her. 
She has quarried down six feet of the solid rock, and turned up like 
a plough forward. ‘There are four feet of sand above the rock, in all 
10 to 104 feet. She must be raised 13 feet perpendicular height, and 
then her bottom patched, launched, and taken probably to Liverpool, 
but if possible to Bristol, by two steamers. lhe sand now in her, 
which the water is over, will make her fully 300 tons weight, so that 
you sce the lift will be no joke.” 

New Houses or PaxciaMent. — The following report by Mr. 
Barry, the architect, appears in the Report of the Commissioners of 
Woods and Forests. just issued, showing the state of the works of 
the new houses of Parliament on the 30th of June last : — 

Tha shell or carcase of the river front portion of the building is completed. 
The whole of the north and south flanks are now roofed in, and the carcase of 
the building completed, witn the exception of a small portion ot the cresting on 
the ridges of the roofs. The Victoria tower is 70 feet in height, and the groined 
roof over the state entrance within it is in hand. The clock tower is 73 feet 
high, and is now above the adjacent roofs. The central tower is from 55 to 60 
feet high, and the corridor portions of the building to north, south, and east of 
it, as well asa portion of St. Stephen's Hail, are at the same height. The whole 
of the low roofs over the corridor, and rooms surrounding the various courts are 
completed . The royal gallery is roofed in, the windows glazed, and the wood 
ceiling is nearly completed. The roof of the House of Commons is being fixed, 
and the New Palace rard ortion of the building is ready for its roof, which 
will be fixed torthwith. The brick arches forming all the floors in this part of 
the building have been compieted. The various brick arches forming the floors 
in other portions of the building are completed, and the stone groins and vaults 
required in various parts of the building are far advanced. ‘he work at the 
crypt of St. Stephen’s Chapel and contiguous portions of the building, and also 
the vaults under the central hall are at a stand, owing to difficulties in respect of 
warming and ventilating arrangements. The decorations of the walls and ceil- 
ing of the House of Lords are completed. In the House of Lords, and in the 
adjoining lobbies and corridors, the carpenters and joiners are proceeding with 
the fixing of the oak finishings. The joiners’ work of the libraries, committee 
rooms, refreshment rooms, and corridors of access thereto, of the Houses of 
Lords and Commons, are for the most part prepared; but the fixing of those 
finishings, and the preparations of the joiners’ works for other portions of the 
building, cannot with propriety be proceeded with until a decision is come to in 
respect of difficulties connected with warming and ventilating arrangements, 
There are 1186 men engaged on the works, of which number 774 are employed at 
the building, 83 at the quarries, 202 at the government workshops at Thames 
Bank, upon the joiners’ works, and 127 men upon miscellaneous works connected 
with the new paiace, both at the building and elsewhere.

Ërofessor Powell read a paper on the principles of statics. The 
object of this paper is, in some measure, supplementary to one on the 
primary laws of motion, printed among the memoirs of the society, 
and to extend a similar inquiry to the kindred subject of the nature 
and evidence of the principles of equilibrium. ‘These principles, it 
is well known, have been examined. and considered to be demon- 
strated in two different ways: — 1l. Ona basis common to the first 
principles of dynamics, and invoiving a reference to the idea of mo- 
tion. 2 On a distinct and separate foundation, implying some 
peculiar kind of action by which bodies are kept at rest, which has 
been denominated pressure. Each of these methods has had its ad- 
vocates. In the mode of treating the former, some difference has 
also existed with respect to the degree of quantity aimed at, and the 
analytical processes employed; such differences, however, do not 
appear essential ; the same real principle may be appealed to, though 
under a simpler form of investigation. The author contends for 
the introduction of this principle as essential (under whatever form ), 
and argues that the idea of pressure is in itself either vague and fal-a- 
cious, or, if otherwise, is so only, as being ultimately reducible to the 
tacit introduction of the principle of motion. He refers also to the 
recent investigations presented to the society by Messrs. Price and 
Spottiswoode, with which his views entirely harmonise, and which 
supply the true mathematical portion of the research of which he has 
only considered the metaphysical elements, A discussion on the 
subject followed, in which the Rev. R. Greswell, the president; the 
Rev. W. Kay, Professor Powell, the Secretary, and Mr. Spottis- 
woode, took a part. The society adjourned until the 22d inst. 

ARCHITECTURAL CoLLEGE, — On Tuesday evening a meeting of 
the Architectural Coilege of Freemasons of the Church was held at 
10. Carlisle Street, Soho Square; G. R. French, Esq., in the chair. 
Mr. Dampier exhibited some specimens of patent architectural tiles, 
which elicited some valuable remarks from the chairman on the ma- 
terial employed. Mr. Rogers contributed a carved crozier and an 
elaborate bracket in box wood, representing the attributes of summer, 
Mr. George Isaacs exhibited, for Lord Hastings, who was not pre- 
sent, a curious bronze spur of the 14th century, engraved with foilage 
and a lion’s‘head, and having in the incisions remains of gilding. 
Mr. Isaacs also contributed two singular coffers of early date, upon 
which he begged to offer a few observations. lt may not be gene- 
rally known that there is a class of coffers (of which these are ex- 
amples) denominated variously “ bouge, boulge, bougette, and boul- 
gette,” terms signifying in the 17th century any sinall trunk, but 
applied at a more distant period exclusively to those in which ladies 
carried their jewels and trinkets at their saddies when travelling. 
On the copper one are still most of the rings by which it was made 
subservient to this purpose, and in the courbouly example, though 
the rings are wanting, the traces that such have been originally 
aflixed to it are clearly perceptible, This latter, which has been 
attributed to the commencement of the 14th century, is remarkable, 
as exhibiting a frieze precisely similar to that on a fragment of the 
same material found in the Thames, and preserved in the collection 
formed by C. Roach Smith, Esq. Mr. Isaacs then proceeded to in- 
vestigate the subjects depicted upon the boxes. Mr Christopher 
brown addressed the meeting with reference to the elegant me- 
diwval ironwork existing in Westminster Abbey, particularly upon 
the regal monuments contained in the building. Mr. Brown illus- 
trated his paper with numerous drawings and elevations, and re- 
marked that an apartment in the cleristory of the abbey is filled with 
fragments of early ironwork, which have been too much overlooked,

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THE WEEK. 


Tue week has not been prolific of great events. The Mont- 
pensier storm has subsided, M. Guizot standing condemned in 
every honest mind, English and French. The latest accounts 
from Paris state positively that his ministry cannot last. In 
Madrid the ministerial crisis has not as yet passed away, and the 
domestic feud between the King Consort and Queen Christina 
increases in violence. The latter insists upon the exile of the 
sisters of the King from court, but, that she will succeed is far 
from being certain. If she fails she herself must proceed to 
Paris. Don Miguel has been proclaimed by the democrats of 
Oporto, and the cause of the anti-Cabralists is again in the 
ascendant. The assistance of both England and France will 
probably be required before the insurrection can be completely 
suppressed. At home, discussion on Mr. Ricardo’s motion, for 
considering the state and nature of our navigation laws, has occu- 
pied the principal attention of the House of Commons. This, 
however, has been always made second to the more important 
consideration of measures for the present relief of Ireland, upon 
which, if during the past week less has been said, more has been 
actually done by the Government than previously to the opening 
of the session, when, of course, their resources were limited and 


their responsibilities considerably increased.

» THE PUNJAUB. 

Tr was frequently said by the late General Allard, the first 
European who ever took service under Runjeet Singh, the cele- 
brated ruler of the Sikhs, that ten thousand men might take the 
country, but it would require one hundred thousand to keep it. 
Lords Hardinge aud Gough experienced in the actions of 
Moodkee, Ferozeshuhur, Aliwal, and Sobraon that the old general 
had not rendered justice to the troops of his own teaching; five 
times ten thousand were requisite to subdue the Khalsa. But the 
governor-general acknowledged the force of the last half of Al- 
lard’s apophthegm, and in the hour of victory wisely abstained 
from appropriating a territory he felt we were not in a condition 
to retain as part and parcel of our dominions in the East. His 
lordship contented himself with annexing to “ British India” a 
single doab (or country lying between two rivers), because, while 
it threw forward our right flank, covering the north-western sta- 
tions of Simla, Loodiana, and Umballah, its retention against ex- 
ternal assailants did not threaten to tax the Indian army beyond 
its existing strength, and the produce of its fertility promised a 
revenue more than sufficient to meet the expenses of occupation. 
The forbearance of the governor-general was pronounced by those 
who did not perceive the compulsory nature of his abstinence, a 
piece of moderation, mercy, and magnanimity ; the tree was in 
his possession, said his adulators, yet he refrained from plucking 
the fruit. Perhaps Lord Hardinge, with greater facilities of 
keeping what he had acquired by virtue of conquest, would have 
shown the same disinterestedness as that for which he has re- 
ceived so much credit, for he avowedly entered upon the cam- 
paign, less in hostility to the sovereign of the Punjaub, than to the 
army which that sovereign was unable to control. But be that as 
it may — the kingdom of the five rivers, with the simple deduc- 
tion of the country south of the Beas, was left in the hands of the 
maharajah and the sirdar Gholab Singh, his powerful relative, 
who had abstained from raising his sword against the English ; aud 
we only awaited the perfect re-establishment of the government 
to withdraw the British army within our frontier. Often had it 
been urged that the Punjaub, as an independent power, was so 
utterly dislocated, that all hope of its re-assumption of a compact 
and solid form was illusory. The presence of a British force was 
looked upon as the temporary cement of the disjointed fragments, 
and its withdrawal the signal for an entire dispersal of the ele- 
ments of the state. We had no right, however, to act upon mere 
conjecture; a treaty had been entered into, and good faith re- 
quired that its terms should he strictly observed. Behold us 
then, faithful to our engagements, about to turn our backs upon 
the proud city of Lahore, leaving the youthful maharajah to con- 
trol his sirdars and regulate his affairs as best he might. But 
see! already is the evil spirit which precipitated the downfall of 
the kingdom —the Spirit of Treachery —at work to rekindle 
the flames of discord, which it had taken the blood of thousands 
to quench. Lall Singh, the vizier, or prime minister, jealous 
of the contemporary power of Gholab Singh, has invited the 
sheik Emaum-ood-Deen to prevent the ruler of Cashmere from 
entering upon the possession of his dominions, and in a brief 
space ten thousand swords will flash in civil strife, nor seek their 
sheaths until some overwbelming power steps in to crush the re- 
cusants and restore tranquility. Happily this fresh calamity is 
averted, ‘T'raitorous to the traitor, his myrmidons disclose his 
scheme —the hand. of justice. is laid upon him — he is arraigned 
before his peers, and a competent and impartial body of British 
officers, and his deposition is decreed. The next scene finds the 
degraded minister on his way to Hindostan, a prisoner in our 
hands, there to expiate, in strict confinement, his grave offence 
against the peace and welfare of hisown unhappy country. But the 


hope of establishing a native government in the Punjaub has for 
ever fled. The sirdars, in solemn conclave, declare their convic- 
tion of the impossibility of ruling the country in concert, for each 
is jealous of his neighbour. “A plague on’t, when thieves cannot 
be true to one another!” The British authorities are then en- 
treated to take the conduct of affairs into their own hands, and 
the Punjaub sinks at once into the condition of those numerous 
subsidised states which cover India, a monument of the folly, and 
weakness, and wickedness of their rulers, and of the irresistible 
course of events which, in spite of ourselves, have made the En- 
glish masters of the vast country lying between Cape Comorin and 
the Indus. 

The moment chosen by the artist for the illustration of this 
“strange, eventful history ” is that when the commission sat for 
the investigation of the charges against Lall Singh. Mr, (now 
Sir Frederick) Currie presides, aided by the energetic and highly 
intelligent Colonel Lawrence; the gallant Sir John Littler, the 
pride of the Bengal army; Colonel Goldie; Mr. Lawrence, the 
younger brother of the colonel; and the principal sirdars. The 
arraigned Lall Singh essays a lame and impotent defence; the 
damning evidence of his own letters is not to be confuted. 

The Punjaub is now our own in all but the formality of annex- 
ation, and the appropriation of the revenues to other purposes 
than those of the country itself. Perhaps it is better for all par- 
ties that this should be the case, For ten or twelve years the 
young maharajah, Dhuleep Singh, will be incapable of assuming 
the government of the country, and during that interval the 
direction of affairs practically remains in British hands, Whether 
the course of events will render it necessary that we should con- 
tinue to exercise imperial sway on the attainment of the majority 
of the maharajah is a question we need not discuss. In the 
meanwhile, however, our responsibility is heavy ; we are bound 
by every moral obligation to act as if the whole of the Punjaub 
had been formally ceded to us. The happiness of the people, 
the prosperity of the country, the permanent security of the 
frontier, demand the utmost vigilance and the greatest liberality ; 
and we need only look back upon the career of Colonel Law- 
rence, the new prime minister, for the past ten years to be 
assured of the future exercise of the one and the dispensations of 
the other. We may soon expect to hear of the introduction of a 
sound system of jurisprudence; of the establishment of schools 
and colleges; of the formation of roads (why not of railroads ?); 
of the substitution of moderate duties, regularly levied, for the 
arbitrary taxation of the rapacious district collector and the 
plunder of the ruthless brigand ; and of the creation of as efficient 
a police as the state of society will permit. And as a conse- 
quence of such wholesale reforms, we may reasonably look for 
the increase of the commerce of the Punjaub, the extension of 
its agricultural operations, and the conversion of a wild, fanatic, 
ignorant, and sanguinary population into an orderly, intelligent, 
and prosperous people, attached to the hand that effectually 
chastised their lawless aggressions and overweening arrogance. 
Ten thousand British troops, judiciously distributed, will now 
suffice for purposes that under other circumstances would have 
required ten times that number. The Sikhs themselves, instead 
of viewing us as hostile invaders, against whom it would have 
been legitimately patriotic for every man to have lifted his hand, 
must now regard us as friends and protectors, occupying their 
territory at their own request. A common interest will hence- 
forth band the Sikh and British armies to resist alike internal 
disquiet and the threats of external invasion.

DISTRESS IN IRELAND. 

Tue infatuation of the present Ministry is extraordinary, even 
though they be Whigs. Thousands of our Irish brethren are 
perishing of hunger (hundreds daily), not because there is not 
sufficient food in existence, but merely because it is not within 
their reach — because, in fact, they have not the means of pur- 
chasing it — because the means of distribution are too scanty — 
in other words, because there is a famine of money. This is the 
time selected by the Chancellor of the Exchequer (a red hot free- 
trader) to write a circular to the country bankers, arrogantly 
calling upon them not to make all the use of their property and 
credit which even the present restrictive law allows, and threaten- 
ing them, if they do thus afford their assistance to relieve the 
prevailing distress, by extending the means of circulation, that he 
will procure the passing of an Act which shall further cripple the 
distribution of wealth beyond the grasp of the money dealer. 

We think the Right Honourable Gentleman, however, is mis- 
taken. The grinding and iniquitous effects of the restriction 
imposed by the Banking Regulation Act of 1844, lessening the 
circulation medium among an increasing population, are now tell- 
ing fearfully upon the country in the shape of ruin and starvation. 
Parliament are not likely to increase the monopoly of the “ mo- 
nied interest” by increasing the restrictive power of that Bill. 
Before the session is over, they will be forced either greatly to 
modify it, or entirely repeal it.

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IRELAND. 


Limerick. — A barbarous outrage upon the household of a faithful 
steward was committed on Wednesday evening the 3d inst., between 
seven and eight o'clock, at Camass, in this county, the residence of 
Frederick Bevan, Esq , when seven armed men entered by the lodge 
gate of Patrick M‘Namara, and five of them forced in the door of his 
habitation. They immediately knocked him down upon the floor, 
and broke his jaw bone with the butt of a gun. ‘They next fired at 
their prostrate victim, and lodged two balls in his thigh! When his 
poor wife rushed in with an intant in her arms between her bleeding 
husband and his murderous assailants, one of the ruffians struck her 
a severe blow on the head —and the innocent woman fell senseless 
to the ground, ‘They also attacked another female in the house, who 
implored mercy, and fractured her skull. The atrocious miscreants 
immediately left, having in less than ten minutes converted a happy 
and peaceable home into a human slaughter-house, The police had 
passed the scene of outrage ten minutes betore the attack was made, 
and the armed Rockites, who must have been in ambuscade, waited 
the favourable opportunity until they were out of sight. Dr. Bennett 
same night dressed the wounds of the wretched family, and extracted 
the balls from poor M‘Namara, whose only offence was honesty and 
fidelity in the service of his empioyer. This affords one of many in- 
stances of the extreme danger consequent on the general arming of 
the peasantry. Let the labourers or any similar class have any ill 
feeling towards their superiors,j the most deadly weapons are at hand 
to inflict a mortal injury, when otherwise a severe beating would be 
the worst vengeance taken by an excitable people. 

Dustin. — The accounts from the country, in the provincial 
papers of Saturday last, are very discouraging. Suffering appears to 
be on the increase, notwithstanding the very great exertions of public 
bodies and individuals to assuage its progress. The county which is 
at present most sorely afflicted 1s Sligo, where fifteen inquests have 
been held last week, and the verdicts in ali * Death from starvation.” 
The * Sligo Champion” states that more than five hundred persons 
are on the sick-list in the poor-house, out of twelve hundred inmates. 
Scarcely an officer in the establishment who is not indisposed. 
Waterford and Clare are also suffering, but not to the same extent. 

The potato question excites unusual interest. The chances of 
failure are debated in the country papers, and the balance of facts, if 
any reliance can be placed in provincial narrative, inclines to the 
more hopeful side, *1n corroboration of Mr. Marian, the Rev. Mr. 
Moore, a rector residentin Wexford, states that he planted in No- 
vember last, in the open air, several drills of potatoes; that he has 
examined them during the past week, and has found them sound, 
with healthy sproutings. 

The food riots have not been quelled in Cork. A mistaken hu- 
manity influenced the magistrates to deal lightly with the rioters on 
Thursday, which emboldened a smaller section to renew its attacks 
on Saturday. ‘They assaulted the bakers’ boys and carried off a sup- 
ply sufficient for two days. The bakers of the city met on Saturday, 
and resolved unanimously not to bake any more bread unless the 
authorities afforded more efficient protection, and saved their property 
from plunder. 

The * Irish party ” may resist the principle of out-door relief, but 
there is a more powerful body in the country which will compel its 
enactment. A large number of the Roman Catholic clergy of the 
diocese of Cloyne and Ross have cailed a mecting of their brethren 
at Fermoy, on Thursday next, “to consider the propriety of peti- 
tioning Parliament for out-door relief for able-bodied, as well as for 
the intirm, poor of Ireland; and for an enactment affording cheap 
and easy means to enforce such a right.” 

The repeal rent announced on Monday in Conciliation Hall was 
only 29l. 9s. 6d.. of which 5/. 10s. came from Mr. O'Connell and his 
family, forthe February “ pale.” ‘The chairman of the day was Mr. 
Thomas Steele; the proceedings were of no consequence. 

Desperate Ournacr. — Srorpace or Pustic Works. — The 
* Nenagh Guardian” contains the following :—‘“ On Wednesday 
last, a steward on the public works named William Kennedy, on 
proceeding to the line under his superintendence at Ballyannee, 
within two miles of Nenagh, was met by two men armed with pistols 
and loaded butts, who asked him if his name was Kennedy anda 
steward on the works. On his replying in the affirmative, they de- 
sired him to go on his knees, which he refused to do. One of them 
presented a pistol at his neck, whilst the other struck him with a 
loaded butt across the side of the head. Kennedy then endeavoured 
to take the pistol which was held to his neck, when the fellow pulled 
the trigger, but it missed fire. They struck him again on the top of 
the head, which knocked him intoa ditch, out of which he scrambled, 
and ran iu the direction of a field, where agricultural jJabourers were 
at work. Kennedy called out to them to come to his assistance, but 
not aman would do so. The intended assassins then fired at Ken- 
nedy with a large pistol, who was about fifteen yards from them ; the 
ball passed by him. He ran to the police station of Puccawn, and 
gave the alarm, when a party went out in pursuit, but without suc- 
cess. On Kennedy a 3 into town his wounds were dressed by 
Dr, Edward Kittson, who has pronounced a serious fracture of the 
head having taken place. On Friday morning the following notice 
was generally circulated throughout the district :—* Notice.—In 
compliance with instructions from the Commissioners of Public 
Works, notice is hereby given, that the relief works in the parishes 
of Monsea, Dromineen, Killodierman, Cloghprior, and Knigh are 
suspended, in consequence of the attack upon the overseer of the 
Ballyanne Road. (Signed) Cuartes Sreuant)Mitrer, Lieutenant 
R E.’—Twenty-seven works have been stopped, and eleven hundred 
men with horses and donkeys thrown out of employment in conse- 
quence. We have learned that the two men concerned in this out- 
rage were apprehended and brought into Nenagh on Saturday last.” 

orp G. Bentinck’s Birt. — A meeting of Irish members was 
held on Thursday, at the residence of Lord John Russell, which was 
convened by his lordship to announce to them the determination 
which the Government had come to with respect to the proposed 
measure of Lord George Bentinck, for the advance of money to 
assist in the completion of railways in lreland. The l'remier stated, 
that in the event of there being a majority in favour of the pro- 
position, it was the determination of hin self and his colleagues to 
resign immediately. Such a large amount of money so contemplated 
to be advanced, in add:tion to the immense sums that have already 
been expended in Ireland, would, in the estimation of the Govern- 
ment, disorder the finances of this country so much, that they consi- 
dered it dangerous to accede to the measure ; and, rather than submit 
to its being carried, they had unanimously determined to tender their 
resignations as Ministers of the Crown. Several of the gentlemen 
in attendance addressed the meeting, and it appeared by their observ- 
ations, that, with the view of obviating the necessity for his lordship’s 
having occasion to resort to the alternative which he mentioned, they 
would give him all the support in their power to resist the measure, 
which determination will be fatal to it.

Great Inrtux or Intsh Poor intro Newront.—A correspondent 
writing from this place on Saturday last says — “ We have had fre- 
quent importations of Irish poor into this port every year in search 
of employment; but the present number of immigrants from that 
unhappy country is quite unprecedented. A vessel, named the Wan- 
derer, has just arrived here, with nearly two hundred of the wretched 
and famished creatures, chiefly from Skibbereen, huddled together in 
amass of wretchedness unparalleled. On examining the crowded 
vessel, it was found that between twenty and thirty starving men, 
women, and children were lying on the ballast in the hold in a dying 
condition. ‘Their state was most deplorable; and had it not been 
that surgical and charitable aid was rendered the moment the vessel 
came alongside the wharf, it is said that many would have been 
brought ashore dead. 

Tue ArroIxTMENT or Mr. Lioyy V. Warkixs to THE LORD- 
LiruteNancy or Brecon appears to have given great satisfaction in 
that neighbourhood. On ‘Thursday night, the 4th inst., rejoicings 
took place; an immense bonfire was made on the summit of a hill 
called the Crug; whilst another of smaller dimensions smoked and 
crackled in the centre of the town.

was brought to a stand-still, 
down, and, with shovels and other implements, proceeded to clear 
the snow off the rails to some distance in advance, thinking the 
great mass was confined to the cutting they were in. On the 
engine starting again it was brought to a dead stoppage at 
the end where the snow had been cleared. The men continued 
their labours as before, and vigorous attempts were made to 
force the train, but they were of trifling avail, as the wheels of the 
engines and carriages were completely blocked with ice and snow, 

There being no prospect of a passage being made through the mass 
as the snow was still falling heavily and had partly put out the fires, 
Mr. Rowland Hill made known the unfortunate condition of the 
train to the passengers ; and it being obvious that it must so continue 
for some time ere it could be forwarded, the chilled passengers 
alighted from the Carriages and returned to the station at the Three 
Bridges, which, with a smal! inn adjacent, is the only habitation for 
miles round. Here they remained the night, and this morning re- 
turned to London, The'exertions during the night to effect a passage 
met with the same result, one end of Balcombe tunuel being filled 
up with the drift. At an early hour four powerful engines arrived 
from town, accompanied by the company’s engineer, Mr. Hood, and 
these, firmly coupled, started at a rapid pace in the hope of cutting 
through the snow. ‘This proved a failure, for the snow pene- 
trating the fire boxes, the fires were extinguished and the engines

night that left for the metro- 
pat were compelled to return. 
he South Western Railway in 
many parts was a considerable 
distance under snow, and the 
trains were in several instances 
detaiued. ‘Three engines, with 
two carriages and a van only, 
were employed to get the mail 
along, which was accomplished 
with great difficulty. The me- 
tropolis and suburban districts 
are covered with snow. A mile 
or so out of town the snow lay 
upwards of 18 inches deep, and 
the regular two-horse vehicles 
were obliged to have extra ani- 
mals to get through. Piccadilly, 
Charing Cross, and the Waterioo 
Road were extremely dangerous 
for horses, At the former place 
omnibuses, cabs, and heavy 
draught carts were obliged to be 
put up, the horses being unable 
to ascend or descend the inciines 
without slipping down. ‘The 
whole of the ornamental waters 
in St. James’s, Hyde, and 
Regent's parks are again covered 
over with ice, and the snow was 
so deep on the foot paths that 
men were employed with snow 
ploughs in making a road for 
pedestrians to pass along. As soon es a thaw takes place, London 
in many places will be some inches under water.

THE RUSSIAN SLEDGE. 


The Russian nobles are great amateurs in the rearing and breaking- 
in of horses. ‘To the sledge, as a means of conveyance and display, 
they are much attached, and in the decoration and horsing of these 
their chief delight seems to consist. Oursketch represents the Rus- 
sian sledge with its appointments, and the peculiar character of the 
difference of action sustained by the two animals attached to it. 
The near horse is called technically “the fury,” and is driven in a 
mere headstall, or bridle without bit or curb, and proceeds at a gallop, 
whilst its companion, safe in hand, is restrained to a fast trot. As 
the animals are generally full of life and vigour, the progress made 
by the set out is elegant and imposing. Ladies seldom venture into 
these equipages, but occasionally, at the opening of the season, the 
belles of the day may be seen, escorted by their admirers, thus enjoying 
the innocent abandon which is always the characteristic feature of a 
fashionable lioness in all countries alike, The scene of our illustra- 
tion is the open country beyond the precincts of St. Petersburgh, 
and where it is usual, after the heating exercise of a drive upon the 
publiz promenade, to make a short excursion to cool the horses 
before they are taken home.

Society of Arts met, and determined on carrying into effect the plan 
of forming a National Gailery of British Art, by voluntary contri- 
butions, as was suggested the week previously, with the addition of a 


new feature. Should the receipts in any one year amount to a larger | 


sum than it is deemed necessary to devote toa single commission, a 
reserved fund is, we are told, to be established to meet the contingen- 
cies of any future exhibition; and, also, that the society may have at 
its disposal means of securing such favourable opportunities as may 
occur for the purchase of any picture on sale which it may be con- 
sidered desirable to present to the National Gallery though not exe- 
cuted under the auspices of the Society of Arts. The first of these 
exhibitions is fixed to take place in June next. 

Monday the Sth and ‘Tuesday the 6th of April next are the days 
specified for the reception of pictures, statues, &c., intended for the 
forthcoming exhibition at the Royal Academy.

Court or REFEREES. —INFORMATION UNDER THE METROPOLITAN 
Buitpincs Act.—A case of considerable importance came on in a 
court of referees, being, we believe, the first he!d under the Metro- 

olitan Buildings Act, for a breach of the provisions of this act. 
The court was opened at the office of the district surveyor, Bermond- 
sey Square. Mr. Simmonds, the registrar, presiding. Referees, 
Mr. Shaw, Mr. Poynder, and Mr. Hosken. The information was 
promoted by a Mr. Boulanger, a Frenchman, occupying premises in 
the rear of Bermondsey New Road, and there carrying on the busi- 
ness of ajapanner. A Mr. Sugden, a builder, having thought fit to 
form a new street in the vicinity of his premises, had built several 
houses, leaving but ten feet space between them and Mr. Boulanger’s 
property ; whereas the act requires that no alley shall be constructed 
ess than twenty feet wide, and no street less than fifty. Several 
witnesses were examined, and these facts were sworn to in evidence. 
The defence set up was, that the land was private property, although 
it was admitted that it had been a public way for a great number of 
years. The official referees said they knew of no private interests, 
and that the Metropolitan Buildings Act was never intended to serve 
private purposes, but the interests of the public at large. Afer a 
very pro‘racted discussion, the proceedings were brought to a close, it 
being understood that the informant had fully made out his case, 
which will require the demolition of the houses, or a sufficient com- 
pensation to Mr. Boulanger. The official award, however, will be 
made in a few davs. 

Nist Prius. —Kyitiv, LOVEGROVE.— ACTION AGAINST AN Attor- 
Ney For Neciecr or KIS Cuient's Business.—Mr. Serjeant Shee 
and Mr. Lush appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Knowles and Mr, 
Miller for the defendant. The plaintiff was originally a tailor, in 
Gloucester, and on his marriage with the daughter of a baker and 
confectioner, he commenced that trade, and he now brought his 
action against the defendant, an attorney at Gloucester, for an 
alleged neglect of his duty to him as a client. It appeared that the 
plaintiff became a bankrupt in 1843, and wishing to compromise with 
his creditors, with a view to superseding the fiat, he employed the de- 
fendant to manage the matter for him. Adjournments of the case 
before the Court of Bankruptcy at Bristol were procured, at the in- 
stance of the defendant, from April 16. 1844, to July, in order to 
effect the object in question. ‘The wife of the plaintiff was entitled 
to property amounting to 700/., which was mortgaged for 400l., and 
it was thought that if this property was further charged with 200/, 
that sum would enable the plaintiff to pay a composition of 4s. in the 
pound, ‘The defendant was alleged to have represented that he was 
carrying on the business; that the creditors were willing to take a 
composition of 4s. in the pound, and that nothing but the consent of 
the plaintiff and his wife to the receiving of the money was required 
to complete the transaction. No written consent of the creditors 
was ever shown to the plaintiff, but the defendant prevailed on him 
to execute the deeds necessary to raise the money. ‘This was done, 
and the defendant received the money. ‘The fiat, however, was an- 
nulled, without any composition with the creditors being effected, and 
the plaintiff was left a bankrupt, just as he was before, and liable to 
all his debts. There were two ways of raising the 200/.; one bya 
further charge on the property; but the defendant changed all the 
securities, called in the old mortgages, and got new ones; and the 
result to the plaintiff was nothing but a bill of costs for 1084. The 
creditors had never consented to a compromise of 4s. in the pound. 
‘These facts being proved, it was urged for the defence, and witnesses 
called in support of it, that the business never proceeded on any un- 
derstanding that all the creditors would take 4s. in the pound, but 
that ic was known to the plaintiff that two of them had refused to take 
less than 10s., and that his directions to the defendant were to raise 
200., to pay those particuiar creditors 10s. in the pound. Verdict 
for the defendant. 

Miopixsex Sessions.—The February general session of the peace 
for the county of Middlesex commenced on Monday, at the Court 
House, Clerkenwell Green. The calendar is, as usual, numericaliy 
heavy, presenting a list of prisoners amounting to ninety, eighty-five 
of whom have been indicted charged with felony, and five with 
assault and other offences. 

The assistant judge, in his address to the grand jury, drew their 
attention to the want of a legislative enactment to meetjand check 
the growth of juvenile crime, It was, he said, an absurdity to 
think that a criminal bar was the proper medium whereby children 
should be brought to a state of reformation. It was, in his Opinion, 
a process of initiation into crime, and nota step towards reclama- 
tion. Some system was wanted to strike at the foundation of the evil; 
some salutary regulation which would affect the branch of society 
from whence it sprung. The people should first be instructed and 
enabled to acquire habits of cleanliness; that would beget proper 
ideas in reference to order and regularity, which would reproduce 
morality, and, eventually, due attention to religion and adherence to 
its principles. : 

HopLirrinc. — On Wednesday Mary Davis, aged thirty-five, was 
indicted for attempting to commit a felony on the premises of J. 
Double. The prosecutor, suspecting that the prisoner had taken 
articles away on previous occasions, aflixed a piece of cord to a roll of 
damask, and placed it in the shop from whence the other pieces had 
been taken. ‘Ihe prisoner went to the shop on the 26th of January, 
and, after purchasing some calico, and examining several articles at 
the further end of the shop, she was about to leave the house, when 
the prosecutor saw the roll to which the string was fastened under her 
arm, and when she got to the door the cord became entangled around 
her neck, and stopped her further progress; she was then given into 
custody, ‘The jury declared the prisoner guilty, and the court sen- 
tenced her to six months’ hard labour.

POLICE. 

Mansion Hovsr.—Rossery or Diamonns. — Robert Kerr, late 
captain of the barque Levenside, was re-examined on the charge of 
stealing a quantity of diamonds entrusted to his care. 

Mr. Clarkson briefly stated the case. He said he was not in pos- 
session of the testimony of the mate who had found the bills of 
lading, and to whom the prisoner had shown the diamonds in the tin 
box and paper parcel. ‘That person was in Scotland. The circum- 
stances under which the diamonds were disposed of were so extra- 
ordinary, and the conduct of the parties engaged in disposing of them 
was sO remarkable, that for the present he should decide upon calling 
only two of them to testify as to the transaction, 
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Mr. Charles Martin, of the firm of Blogg and Martin, Bucklers- 
bury, said, I know Benjamin Benjamins. On the 23d of January 
he came, in company with two other persons, to our counting-house, 
at about a quarter past nine in the morning. ‘They brought a parcel 
of rough diamonds with them. I have a portion of them here (the 
witness produced a considerable number of diamonds). 1 bought 
them at a rough calculation, havin weighed them, but I said I did 
not wish to purchase them myself if they were not very cheap, and 
that I thought I could do better for them if they would leave them 
in my hands, as the trade. was very slack. The treaty for the sale 
to my correspondent commenced on the same Saturday on which I 
purchased the diamonds, with that gentlernan’s son, who was then in 
London, and was not finally concluded till Tuesday. 1 parted with 
the diamonds on Saturday evening for him to look over on the Sun- 
day. On the Wednesday following I heard, for the first time, that 
the diamonds were stolen. 

Mr. Clarkson: Can you recover those diamonds which you sold to 
your correspondent at Amsterdam? Mr, Martin: I cannot recover 
them. Mr. Clarkson here called out the name of Benjamin Benja- 
mins, and a person quickly appeared in the witness box and answered 
tothe name. Mr. Martin (pointing to Benjamins) said that is the 
person who brought the two other parties to me. l never saw Cap- 
tain Kerr until 1 saw him here. Benjamins has been in the habit of 
attending our public sales for some time. He has bid for articles of 
the value of from 50/. to 150/., but we never had any transactions of 
this kind with him before. When he brought the two persons to me 
to dispose of the diamonds, he introduced one of them as the cousin 
of the captain, and the other as a friend. ‘There was a vast number 
of rough diamonds in the market, and but very little doing in them. 
In the course of some desultory conversation, Mr. Clarkson observed 
that the diamonds had been insured for 4500}. Mr. Ballantine said 
he understood that they were not insured, Mr, Peachey said there 
was no doubt as to the diamonds having been insured. Mr. Ballan- 
tine having looked over the bills of lading, said there was no acknow- 
ledgment of the receipt, of the diamonds in those documents. He 
did not, at the same time, mean to say that they had not been re- 
ceived. The prisoner was then remanded till the 20th inst. 

Worsure Srreet. — Richard Hill and Frederick Field, two boys 
about 14 years of age, were charged with stealing a number of chairs 
and other articles, the property of the Rev. Clement Duke and 


others, trustees of a ragged school in Phillips Street, Kingsland 
Road. It appeared from the statement of Mr. Henry Haswell, one 


of the teachers, that the school in question was opened about six 
months in that populous district, and it was only through the for- 
bearance and perseverance of those conducting it that the objects of 
its fuunders had not been entirely frustrated by the senseless oppo- 
sition of many of the unreasoning persons for whose peculiar benefit 
it had been established. Tnese people had not merely confined 
themseives to assembling round the school entrance, as they had 
been constantly in the habit of doing, and assailing the weil con- 
ducted scholars as they emerged with the vilest vituperation, but had 
also incited the more badly disposed of the pupils to acts of in- 
subordination, which had resulted more than once in personal 
violence towards their instructors. Notwithstanding these obstacles, 
however, the scholars were rapidly increasing, and the school pro- 
ducing the greatest benefits to the locality in which it was esta- 
blished; but repeated acts of depredation had been committed, 
which defied all the vigilance of the teachers to prevent or detect. 
Amongst other missing: articles were several candlesticks, and no 
less than six of the chairs, which were all safe in the school-room 
when they were locked up In the evening, but found next morning 
to have been abstracted from the premises, which had been broken 
into during the night; and information having been received in the 
course of the inquiries after the property which strongly implicated 
the two prisoners, both of whom attended the school, in the perpe- 
tration of the robbery, they. had been given into cusiody. Mary 
Knight, the wife of a broker in the W hitmore Road, Hoxton, proved 
that directly after the robbery the candlesticks and chairs in question 
were brought separately to her house by the prisoner Field, who re. 
presented that he had been sent by his sister, a married woman, to 
dispose of them, and as the witness knew that he had such a relative, 
she purchased them of him. The articles, however, were sub- 
sequently recognised by her busband as having been supplied for the 
use of the school from his own shop some time previously, and he 
therefore delivered them up to the police. After some further 
corroborative testimony, Mr. Broughton expressed his intention to 
commit the prisoners for trial. z i 

Four men, named Brown, Groom, Yates, and Evins were brought 
before the lord mayor charged with having defrauded Mrs. Elizabeth 
Martin, the wife of a corn and flour factor in the Minories, under 
the following circumstances: — Brown, whom Mrs. Martin had 
known for some time in consequence of the dealings she had had 
with him, brought to her nine or ten days ago a sample of biscuits 
which were for sale, and for which he asked 16s. per cwt. He sub- 
sequently brought her a sample of better biscuits, for which he 
wanted more money, but she refused to give a larger price, and they 
agreed for that sum, for 10 cwt, The three other prisoners were 
with Brown at the time, and had brought the biscuits in sacks to 
the house, where tney were regularly delivered, deposited in the 
warehouse, weighed, and paid for, after having undergone a “top 
and bottom” examination. Soon afterwards the purchaser, upon 
turning the contents into other sacks, discovered that although at the 
tops and bottoms the contents agreed with the samples, the {great 
bulk in the middle was all messed and damaged, so that out of the 
10 cwt. seven and three quarters were mere rubbish, 

Mr. Pelham, for the prisoners, said that the biscuits were such as 
were generally used for dogs’ food, and his clients were in the habit 
of supplying them extensively, after collecting them from the refuse 
òf ships’ stores. It was very improbable that men who constantly 
supplied the complainant with articles of the kind, to which she had 
never before had occasion to object, should injure their own character 
and custom by such a deception. They had been guilty of negligence, 
certainly, but that was the only crime with which they were charge- 
able. ‘The lord mayor said the good biscuits above and the good 
biscuits below told a different story. If the wet refuse all remained 
below, there might have been some reason in the excuse, but the trick 
was too palpable, and the prisoners must be remanded for further 


examination,

INTERESTING TO MEDICAL MEN. 


Mippresex Hosrirat. — Last week a quarterly court of the go- 
vernors of this charity was held in the board-room of the institution. 
Sir R. Inglis, M.P., in the chair. The report stated that during the 
past year 1994 in-patients had been received, and 9372 out- patients had 
received medicine and attendance. The ordinary expenses were 
8285l. 3s. 1d., and the income 6322.. 5s. 8d., being a deficiency of 
1962I. 17s. 5d. i : 

Frencuo Acapemy. — M. Pellerin read a paper on sea sickness. 
He begins by showing that there is no foundation for the two opi- 
nions which attribute this malady either to a congestion of the brain, 
or to a commotion in the abdominal viscera caused by the motion of 
the vessel. According to him sea sickness is to be attributed to the 
derangement in the circulation of the blood by the alternate 
rolling and heaving of the vessel. The result of this, he says, is not 
a congestion of the brain, as stated by Wollaston ; but it is, on the 
contrary, deprived of some of the blood required to keep up a 
stimulus of this nervous centre. What is ‘felt in sea sickness re- 
sembles what is frequently felt immediately after a letting of blood 
when the patient stands or sits, viz., —a disposition to vomit, OF 
actual vomiting. M. Pellerin mentions, in support of this opinion, 
the fact that persons who are liable to sea sickness experience Its 
effects in a much slighter degree when they are in a horizontal 
position, ‘The relief thus afforded is like that which is produced by 
the same position in a state of syacope. He draws an analogy be- 
tween the sensations experienced from the oscillations of a vessel at 
sea and the nausea occasioned by pregnancy; and which results from 
the brain being deprived of a portion of its blood for the supply of the 
uterus. As a remedy for sea sickness, M. Pellerin recommends 
everything that will tend to draw the blood to the head; and there- 
fore states that a belt round the body is useful. He recommends, 
also, that persons in whom there isa tendency to a flow of blood to 
the head would dc well to try sea sickness as a remedy. 

New Lunatic Asytum. — An official circular has been sent to 
the magistrates in those counties that are about to build lunatic 
asylums under the new Act, laying down very strict regulations as 
to the situation and construction of the building. The site, it is 
stated, must be dry,fhealthy, and cheerful ; and there must be a quan- 
tity of land attached to the asylum, in the proportion of not less than 
one acre to ten patients, to be laid out in gardens, pleasure grounds, 
and fields, so that the inmates may be employed in outdoor labour. 
The commissioners also lay down rules as to the plans and con- 
structicn of the building. 

Tue Benerits or SuLenuric Etxer.—On Saturday an operation 
was performed on a man at the King's College Hospital, by Mr. 
Ferguson, of a most interesting character, in consequence of its 
being one of the first ever attempted. ‘The patient, an old marine, 
had previously lost the greater portion of his arm; on Saturday, 
while under the cffect of sulphuric ether, the remaining portion was 
amputated, the blade bone cut away, and part of the shoulder bone 
sawed off. At the first incision of the knife, the man gave a slight 
shriek, and the next moment began to laugh and talk, calling out 
during the operation, ‘ Clear the gangway.” The operation lasted 
five minutes and a half. When the effect of the ether had gone off, 
the man deciared he had felt no pain, although the wound made was 
very large. Another man had a cancer cut out of his upper lip 
without experiencing any pain, while under the influence of the sul- 
phuric ether. — Morning Post, Monday. — We were present at the 
operations referred to. In the latter case, Mr. Ferguson himself 
allowed that the ether had decidedly failed to produce the effect re- 
quired. So much for that part of the above veracious report. In 
the preceding case, we were as close to the patient as Mr. Ferguson 
himself, and can positively state that no such exclamation as “clear 
the gangway” escaped from the patient's lips whilst under the ope- 
rator's knife. His constant exclamation was, “ You are cutting me 
to pieces.” From the first incision to the concluding punctures of 
the suture needle connecting the divided parts. he was sensible of 
pain, and expressed it in every way possible. After the operation, as 
he sat upon the table, the patient turned to the surgeon, in whose 
charge he was previously to coming into the hospital, “ Tell my 
friends,” said he, “ I have survived the operation ;” and to the encou- 
raging remark, that he would get over it all well, he replied, as 
seriously and as soberly as the most collected mind present, “ That 
has yet to be seen.” ‘These are facts that cannot be denied. So 
much for the benefits of sulphuric ether, and the newspaper reports 
of its successful employment, as a perfect palliative of pain in surgi- 
cal operations, Where is Mr. Wakley, the exposer of the fire kirg, 
the stern detector of mesmeric trickery, and the leader of the great 
anti-quackery movement in the profession? > 

MepicaL OrtHoGRarHyY., — The “ Birmingham Advertiser” 
mentions that “one of those cure-everything professionals, who 
figure away in the bull-ring on market days with their matchless 
nostrums, stood the other day with a basket containing bottles of 
medicines before him. On the basket was a written paper with the 
following laconic announcement—‘* A shure cuer for the Rew- 
matiss |” 

Heattn or tae Metrororts. —The number of deaths registered 
in the metropolitan districts during the week ending Saturday, Feb. 
6., was 1103; or, males 533, females 565. This is slightly above the 
winter average. The number of births registered in the same period 
was 1326; or, males 694, females 632. From the return of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, 
during last week, we find the mean height of the barometer to have 
been 29.761; thermometer, highest, 48.5; lowest, 28,8; mean, 34.8. 
The general direction of the wind was variable, but generally caim, 
with an average pressure of 0.17 lbs. on the square foot. The total 
horizontal mevement of the air having been 790 miles; the mean 
amount of cloud was 8.8, and sum of rain, in inches, 0.12. 

Soyer’s Kitcuens anD Sour ror THE Poor.—The eminent chef 
of the Reform Club has addressed a letter to the daily papers in 
which he states that he has visited several of our charitable institu- 
tions, to taste the soup made in them for the poor, and observe the 
mode of distributing 1t, for the purpose of being enabled to suggest 
improvements in both of those, at this moment, very important par- 
ticular. He says that in most of the soups that he has tasted, he 
has found a deficiency of seasoning; also, “that the rice, split- peas, 
barley, and any other substance of that nature, were generally under- 
done, and often the whole tasted of burning; and that from the want 
of proper vessels and practical knowledge of cooking. I have also 
(he continues) noticed in several instances great confusion in the 
distribution of soup, nearly the same quantity being given to each 
person, without ascertaining the number of persons in each family. 
After seriously reflecting upon this important and pressing subject, 
I am happy to inform you that 1 have contrived the plan of a kitchen 
for the making and distribution of soups for the poor of a very simple 
construction, by which a thousand gallons, more or less, of excellent 
and very economical soup may be made in a few hours, at two or 
three farthings a quart, which could be fairly, cleanly, and quickly 
distributed to,thousands of people once or twice a day, if required. 
The kitchens could be erected temporarily in a public place ora field. 
l am so confident of the success of the undertaking, that I not only 
offer my humble services gratuitously in giving the plan and superin- 
tending the fittings of the first kitchen that may be erected, and pong 
publicity to the receipt for making the soup; but, independently o 
that, I beg to offer 30l. as my subscription towards the immediate 
erection of ‘these indispensable establishments, Having just sub- 
mitted and minutely explained my plan toa scientific friend, he ge- 
nerously offered, in addition to my subscription, 20/., making together 
50/., which will be deposited in the hands of a charitable committee 
when a general subscription shall be open.’’— A. SOYER.

Curious Lirrrany Thiar. — A few days ago a case was brought 
before the civil tribunal, in which the Marquis d’Espiriay-St-Luc 
was plaintiff, and M. Alexandre Dumas, defendant. The former 
demanded 50,000f. damages from the celebrated novelist for having, 
he alleged, injured the reputation of one of his ancestors, François 
da’ Espinay- St- Luc, in the work entitled “ La Dame de Montsoreau,” 
contrary to ali the historical documents of the day, which concur in 
representing that nobleman as one of the most valiant captains of the 
reign of Henry III. M. Alexandre Dumas had brought him 
forward, it was declared, in an ignoble manner, in several chapters, 
besides having attributed to him cruelty, in word and act, in his duel 
with M. de Montsoreau. The liberty which a novelist was allowed 
to take with historical names did not go the length, it was declared, 
„of altering their characters and defaming them. ‘The reputation of 
one’s ancestors was a patrimony not less precious than property, and 
should be carefully watched over, The plaintiff, in consequence, 
invoked article 1832 of civil code, to oblige M. Alexandre Dumas, 
in any other edition of the “ Dame de Montsoreau,” to suppress the 
passages complained of, or to substitute some other name for that 
of ates The court adjourned the case, in order to examine the 
work, 

Founp out.—A certain notable housewife had observed that her 
stock of pickled cockles were running remarkably low, and she spoke 
to the cook accordingly. The cooks character was at stake; un- 
willing to give warning with such an imputation upon her honesty, 
She, nevertheless, felt that all confidence between her mistress and 
herself was at an end.

Gicanric Brinces, — The Emperor of Austria has just ordered 
the erection of a suspension bridge over the large (combined) arm of 
the Danube, near Vienna, being about the breadth of the ‘hames at 
Woolwich. As, however, several smali islands and sandbanks inter- 
sect this stream of water, pillars, with stupendous freestone and 
granite foundations, will be erected thereon, This bridge will be a 
very essential complement of the great Austrian north line, and an 
ornament to Vienna and its environs. Mr, Schirn, whose superior 
skill has been attested by the erection of the suspension bridge over 
the Moldau at Prague, is the architect of this new structure. The 
estimated cost, to be borne by the public purse, is 5,500,000 florins — 
equivalent to 1,000,000, English sterling value. Another bridge, of 
similar dimcnsions, will be that over the Vistula, on the Prussian 
eastern line from Berlin to Konigsberg. It will be the most ex- 
tensive bridge structure in the woris,— that over the Lagunes, at 
Venice, not excepted. The estimated cost will be 4,000,000 dollars 
—equalling, as well, 1,000,000/. of English currency.

For, how could she, accustomed to beli-ve, 
Imagine, that ’mid Mussulmen and Jews, 
Ofevery s+ct that had sprung up since Eve, 
Christians,—no less divided,— Blacks, Hindoos

And, mutely pointing toan hundred spires, 
She smiled as ifshe thought herself secure;

Nor dreamt she might be preached by lying lips

Extent or Cuntivation IN France. — The whole surface of 
France contains about 52,768,610 hectares. (The hectare is nearly 
two English acres ) Of this land 14 millions of hectares are dé- 
voted to the growth of corn, two millions are occupied with vine- 
yards, and three and a half with various produce; the total amount of 
this cultivated land is 20 millions of hectares, which is about 38 per 
cent. of the whole extent of land. An average harvest in France 
produces about 183 millions of hectolitres of grain of various kinds: 
wheat, 70 millions; mingled grain, 12 millions; rye, 28 millions; 
barley, 17 miliions; oats, 49 millions; maize, 7 millions. If we 
subtract the quantity required as seed corn, which, at 15 per cent., 
will be 28 miilions of hectolitres, and the 49 millions of oats, we have 
a remainder of 116 millions of hectolitres for consumption. The 
average daily consumption of corn in France will be 329,000 hecto- 
litres, exclusive of imports, ‘The highest amount of imported corn 
since 1815 was seven millions of heciolitres, value 90 millions of 
francs. >

three weeks after interment, in order to make a skeleton of her. He 
was found gui ty, and condemned to three months’ imprisonment, 
On his appeal, a few days ago, against this judgment, it was con- 
firmed, with the addition of three months’ imprisonment to the three 
months already awarded.

— It will be enough for the 
present to draw attention to a return from an estate in the county of 
Armagh to the Land Commissioners, in 1845, which presents a con- 
dition of things happily little known in England, and which will 
enable all to judge whether it is possible for any form of language 
to exaggerate the evils of a minute subdivision of land: — Extent of 
the estate, 10,966 acres. Number of families of tenants. 1064. Rent 
paid by tenants, 12,1654 Families of cotiiers, 886. Rent paid by 
cottiers to tenants, 2585/4. Acres held by cottiers, 536. Number of 
individuais in cottiers' families, 4206. Average rent per acre from 
the tenant to the landlord, 1/. 2s, 2d. Average rent per acre from 
the cottier to the tenant, 4. 16s. 5d. ‘These cottiers are represented 
to be in a state of “absolute desutution.” Unless they possessed an 
art of conjuration, by which they could extract food from stones, it

Lord George Bentinck’s 
roposed measure for the re- 
ief of Lreland is the introduc- 

tion of what may be termed 

the great act of the session. 

That the people of Great Bri- 

tain, however, can be expected 

to advance no less a sum than 

16,000,000}. sterling under the 
existing currency laws is pre- 
posterous and absurd. It is 
surprising, indeed, how such 
a proposition could be enter- 
tained for a moment in the 
face of the fact that some of 
our oldest and most firmly 
established English compa- 
nies are competing in the mo- 
ney market for loans at 44 and 
5 per cent., Lord G. Ben- 
tinck’s proffered interest of 34 
therefore cannot be expected 
to be very attractive to capi- 
talists to induce them to ad- 
vance the necessary funds. 

To enter into the details of 
the measure, or the merits of 

the various propositions in a 

political view would require 
more space than we can spare, 
and besides would be foreign 

to our present object. It is 
clear that it will be impossible 
to carry that measure without 
some modification of the cur- 
rency laws; but should this, 
indeed, be even the remote 
consummation of the present 
visitation on Ireland, we be- 
lieve that a sunny future will 
succeed the storm and dis- 
aster of to-day. We might 
with aduantage follow the ex- 
ample set us by our trans- 

atlantic brethren, who, in a 
somewhat similar pecuniary 
exigency, have not hesitated 
to propose the issue of a go- 
vernment currency, to enable 
them, without direct taxation, 
to carry on the war in Mexico, 
20,000,000 dollars it seems are 
required for this purpose, but 
Congress has refused to levy 
any tax for the purpose; and 
it is therefore in contempla- 
tion to issue treasury notes for 
low amounts, and receivable 
in payment of Government 
dues; a proposition which has 
at once become very popular, 
from tne want of some such 
convenient medium of inter- 
change, particularly felt since 
the suppression of the Na- 
tional Bank, and the restric- 
tion upon paper currency. 
-The same course, we presume, 
is open to our own Government, and would remove at once every 
fair and reasonable objection to Lord George Bentinck’s measure. 
The interest of 24 would more than satisfy Government, who in case 
of their issuing exchequer bills of very low amount, so that they 
might circulate among all classes, and be receivable in payment of 
taxes and other dues, would in fact be speculating on the nation’s 
credit for the probable good of Ireland, and at the same time be re- 
ceiving an income tax in the form of interest from the Irish real pro- 
perty, invested in railways. We {are told, however, that rather than

strengthen his position, for 
ward his enlarged and correc 
views, and would contribute 
more to the prosperity and 
happiness of his countrymen 
than any preceding minister 
(as minister he most assuredly 
would be), that ever directed 
the helm of state affairs. 


Metallic money, having a value 
in itself, does seem the most natu- 
ral and the honestest kind of mo- 
ney ; but this notion has its birth 
in a natural state of things, and is 
inapplicable to our highly artificial 
state. If no one bought or sold 
except with money in his hand to 
pay, or a bag to receive the pro- 
duce of what he sold—then, with 
such an extent of transactions as 
that method would limit us to, the 
metallic money would be both 
natural and safe. But our enor- 
mous transactions are not of this 
simple kind, and without a system 
of credit, they could not be carried 
on at all. Now the necessity of 
the case demands that even while 
the law recognises no money but 
gold, or that which is supposed to 

convertible into gold, we really 
Carry on our business by paper 
money in the shape of bank-notes, 
cheques on bankers, bills of ex- 
change, notes of hand, and so forth. 
The misiortune is that the law 
maintains the falsehood that all 
these paper devices, which serve 
the purposes of money, are conver- 
tible into gold. Under prosperous 
circumstances this falsehood is not 
put to the test. Notes are issued 
and paper engagements of various 
descriptions are fearlessly manu- 
factured to serve for money, under 
the well-founded impression that 
no general attempt to convert them 
into gold will be made. But when 
a drain of gold for foreign purposes 
begins, then the makers of paper 
money are forced to bethink them 
of the legal compulsion under 
which they stand to make good all 
their engagements in gold. They 
are compelled for their own safety’s 
sake to diminish the amount of 
those paper engagements. Credit 
is immediately limited—the screw 
is applied—money dimiaishes while 
the money price of gold remains 
the same, and credit sinks for want 
of a medium in which to float. 

All this enormous mischief arises 
from attempting to carry on a mo- 
netary system upon too narrow and 
too unstable a foundation. Our 
monetary medium must be of enor- 
mous extent in order to carry on 
our enormous business, and we 
make the mistake of limiting it in 
the theory of law to a araci 
tion of metal money of which the 
whole world does not contain any 
very large quantity. 

Ieis no valid answer to say that 
unguarded, unrestricted issues of 
paper money are attended with 
very great danger. We are as 
ready to admit this as any bul- 
lionist can be. The money of a 
country is far too important a thing 
to be left to caprice, or to the im- 
pulse of persons who speculate for 

n. Wedo not see why any er- 
treme should be resorted to in such 
an important affair as that of the circulating money of a great buying and sell- 
ing nation. If we object to the folly of a man who ties up one of his legs, when 
his health depends on his taking exercise, it is no answer to tell us that a 
man is soon exhausted whose habit is to run at the top of his speed when- 
ever he gets out. We by no means desire that the manufacture of paper money 
should be unrestricted, but we should take good care what the measure is to 
which the restriction is to be applied. In the freest system of paper money 
which we could recommend, none should be issued but what had been duly re- 
gistered, and for which good solid security, estimated at double the value of the 
money issued, had been pledged.

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THE HERBARY AT HIGHGATE. 


Mr. Grimstone’s herbary at Highgate has become an object of con- 
siderable interest, from various causes connected with the enter- 
prising proprietor. The grounds, three years since, were waste, 
unprofitable land; but by draining and cultivation have been made 
one of the most interesting plantations in the vicinity of London. 
Our attention, on entering the herbary, was arrested by the peculiar 
method adopted by the proprietor in the growth of lavender, the 
plants cf which, though first set three feet asunder, now present one 
beautiful carpet-like appearance, to the extent of some hundreds of 
square yards, bordered and intersected by thousands of rose trees. 

Here we had our senses delighted by the perfume from the balm 
of Syriacum, mountain thyme, mastic thyme, hyssop, balm of Gilead, 
and all the varieties of the rosemary, with many other varieties of 
odoriferous herbs, the names of which are too lengthy for our 


space, many of which were produced from seed, and cultivated under 
the immediate superintendence of Mr. Wm. Grimstone, the pro- 
prietor, by whom the grounds have been laid out. The main walks 
are bordered with a great variety of apple, pear, and plum trees, 
grown “ Espalier” fashion, and the cross walks with various kinds of 
roses, in the delight of which you quite forget you are but five miles 
from the “ great metropolis,” inhaling the fragrance wafted from the 
petals of the various plants, from which the scientific proprietor ex- 
tracts that “wonder of the age,” the Aromatic Regenerator, an arti- 
cle which has attained a high degree of public estimation as being 
the only preparation capable of producing a new growth of the 
hair. ‘To give some idea of the fertility and successful cultivation of 
this herbary, we have but to mention that upwards of twelve tons of 
herbs are annually consumed in the manufacture of the celebrated 
“ eye snuff,” in praise of which little more need be said than that it 
has stood the test of public opinion upwards of thirty years, It was 
at this herbary, and under the superintendence of Mr. W. Grimstone, 
that the extraordinary Egyptian pea was resuscitated, after having 
laid upwards of 2844 years in a vase, buried in a mummy pit, from 
which the vase was taken by Sir Gardener Wilkinson, when in 
Egypt, and presented by him to the British Museum, it being ex- 
pected to contain valuable Egyptian curiosities (its age, as above 
mentioned, being determined by characters on the outside) ; 
but the vase, on being opened in the presence of some of the 
most celebrated antiquaries, was found to contain nothing but 
a quantity of dust (supposed to be decomposed vegetable mat- 
ter), and a few grains of wheat, peas, and vetches. ‘Through 
the kindness of T. J. Pettigrew, Esq., who was one of the 
gentlemen present, Mr. Grimstone was presented with three of 
the peas. ‘Though many have endeavoured to raise a plant from 
other peas, taken from the same vase, yet in no case, save that of Mr. 
Grimstone, have their efforts been attended with success, which may 
be with probability ascribed to the means taken to obtain the desired 
end. Forthis purpose Mr. Grimstone prepared a soil, to imitate as 
nearly as possible the soil of Egypt, which is fertilised by the over- 
flowing of the Nile. After a lapse of thirty days the effect of this 
judicious selection (together with great artificial heat) were apparent 
y the appearance above the ground of the germ of one of the peas, 
but in such a dried and withered condition as to present but little hope 
of complete success, but after twenty days’ careful attention, it had 
advanced to such a state as to warrant its removal to the open ground, 
which was accordingly done; and it continued in the most flourish- 
ing condition till the close of the season, when it had produced nine- 
‘teen pods containing eighty-five peas. The bloom is strikingly dif- 
ferent from the common pea, being of a bell form, through which 
the pod makes its appearance. ' ‘Ihe planting of the first pea took 
place on the 4th of June, 1844, and fifty-five of the produce were 
planted by Mr. Grimstone the following year, in the open ground, 
and with the most satisfactory results; producing a good crop. The 
original pea having now multiplied to a large quantity, Mr. Grim- 
stone determined on ‘the 24th of May, 1846, to plant twenty-seven 
rows in the Herbary, withcut any composition, and which has been 
_attended with the happiest results; for though last summer was a re- 
markably dry one, yet these peas did not suffer in the least, while the 
heat was the destruction of many of the common peas. They require 
no sticks in their growth, being of the dwarf kind, a string from end 
to end of the row being all that is required to preserve them from the 
effects of high winds, &c. ; and has been pronounced an excellent 
table pea, the flavour being very superior to any now cultivated.

Norma 
never has been performed here except by persons who were not only 
singers, but tragedians of the very highest powers; and, in particu- 
Jar, it is the grandest and most impressive ef Grisi's personations. 
At the same time, there was much to applaud in Miss Bassano’s 
performance. In passages which did not demand violent exertion of 
voice, or very impassioned expression, she often sang very beauti- 
fully; but when she made great efforts, she lost the command of her 
voice, and often failed in truth of intonation. Miss Anne Romer’s 
debut was eminently successful. This young lady, who, we under- 
stand, is a cousin of Miss Romer of Drury Lane, was lately a pupil 
of the Royal Academy of Music, and attracted great notice at the 
concerts of that institution, She is handsome and prepossessing in 
appearance, and her performance of the character of Adalgisa was 
marked by intelligence, simplicity, and feeling. Her voice is a pure 
soprano, sweet, flexible, and full of that charming freshness which 
belongs to early youth. In recitative her elocution is exceedingly 
clear and emphatic, and her style and execution have a purity and 
finish which require no improvement from any course of Italian 
education. One of her present beauties is her unaffected, natural, 
English manner, which we should be very sorry to see her lose. Her 
reception was most favourable; and she, together with Miss Bassano 
and Allen (who performed the part of Pollio), were called for at the 
end of the first act, as well as at the conclusion of the opera. 

Lycrum. — Last night a monster concert, to use the recognised 
expression, took place under the auspices of the enterprising Mr. 
Allcroft, who had gathered around him the majority of our most re- 
cognised vocalists and instrumentalists for the occasion, As the 
programme consisted of three parts, comprising no less than forty- 
eight pieces of music, we shall not attempt to give any details further 
than the bare mention of the artistes employed. These were Madame 
Albertazzi, Madame F. Lablache, Misses E. Birch, Bassano, Steele, 
a. and M. Williams, Reynell, Hill, S. Novello, M. B. Hawes; 
Messrs. Harrison, Allen, H. Phillips, F. Lablache, Brizzi, Henry 
Russell, Sinclair, Giubilei, and John Parry, vocalists; Madame 
Dulcken, M. Benedict, Messrs. Grattan Cooke, Blagrove, F. Chat- 
terton, T. Harper, and Master Thirlwall, instrumentalists ; besides 
a new version of the “ Ethiopians,” nomenclated “the Lantum 
Ethiopian Serenaders,” who performed between the acts. The 
theatre was crowded in every part, and during the time we attended 
the audience appeared inclined to encore everything that was sung 
and played, 

Concent, Lonvow ‘Tavery.—Mrs. A. Newton and Mr. Case held 
their annual concert on Monday last, assisted by Misses Rainforth, 
E. Ward, and Mad. Lablache; Messrs. Harrison, Sporle, F. La 
blache, R. Blagrove, Chatterton, and J. Case. Mrs. Newton was 
in excellent voice, and her clear tones and genuine feeling told with 
great effect in Meyerbeer’s cavatina “ Robert toi que j'aime.” She 
is certainly one of our very best concert singers. Mr. Case per- 
formed both on the concertina and violin, and with equal success; 
he enjoys great reputation both as a concertina and a violin player, 
and deservedly. He moreover deserves the credit of raising the con- 
certina from comparative obscurity to its present popular position. 
The performances generally went off satisfactorily, and were wound 


p by the inimitable John Parry in his usual happy style. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


Reverse or Fortune. — On Friday the 5th inst., Mr. Bedford 
held an inquest at the George, Carey Street, Lincoln’s Inn Fields, 
on Thomas Roberts, aged 65. Deceased had for some time past 
slept in those wretched casual lodging places in which the inmates 
are crowded together in dark unwholesome rooms. He was totally 
destitute, and apparently friendless. On Wednesday last, his land- 
lord observing symptoms of dissolution, endeavoured to remove 
him to the Rises College Hospital from Wild Street, but the 
poor man died during his transit in Vere Street. Upon his per- 
son heaps of duplicates, some dated as late as the 3lst ult., were 
found, but not a farthing in money. Mr, Baker, the beadle, said, 
that having observed the address of Mr. Virgo, solicitor, on a scrap 
of paper in deceased’s pocket, he inquired of Mr. Virgo concerning 
him, who said that deceased had been an eminent architect, and pos- 
sessed large property in Cheltenham, but of late a reverse of for- 
tune unaccountably took place, and he was reduced to destitution. 
He also stated that his daughter, the widow of a Corsican officer, en- 
joyed a pension of 85/., and lived somewhere in the metropolis, Mr. 
Stephens, house-surgeon of King’s College Hospital, having given 
his evidence respecting the post mortem examination, a verdict of 
“ Natural death” was returned; but the jury at the same time ex- 
pressed it to be their opinion, that want and exposure to the incle- 
ment weather hastened his dissolution. 

Aw Inurcir Distiurry. — A seizure of a very large illicit distil- 
lery was effected on Saturday, by the officers of excise. On pro- 
ceeding to the premises, No. 1. Grattan Street, Bethnal Green, 
where ostensibly was carried on the business of a general dealer in 
the wood and fish trade, they found in a lower kitchen under the 
shop a large still, fitted in brickwork, which appeared to have been 
recently at work, as it was quite warm; a quantity of fermented mo- 
lasses wash, re: dy for charging the still for further operation ; several 
barrels of yeast, fo ty large barrels, a small stock of spirits, and the 
usual fittings ot a distillery. A man, found on the premises, gave 
the name of John Spencer, and said he worked the still for his father. 
He was taken into custody, and conveyed to Worship Street police 
station. ‘The wash and yeast were destroyed by the officers, and a 
van having been procured, the still, stock, and utensils were con- 
veyed to the excise warehouses in Broad Street, to be adjudicated 
upon by her Majesty's commissioners. 

Fatt or Two Houses iN Lone Acar. — On Tuesday an acci- 
dent, which might have been attended with fatal consequences, 
occurred in Long Acre. The improvements which have lately taken 
place in that district, have rendered necessary the removal of many 
houses contiguous to the new church of St. Giles’s-in-the- Fields. 
At the point where Hanover Street intersects Long Acre several 
houses have been taken down by consent of their occupants; still 
the intended improvements have remained some time in abeyance in 
consequence of Mr. Hersey, the proprietor of an adjacent tavern, 
declaring that as long as he held a lease from the Mercers’ Com- 
pany he would rather perish in the fall of his house than surrender 
without adequate compensation. A few evenings before this decla- 
ration Mr. Kensal; the district surveyor, pointed out to Mr. Hersey 
the danger to which his house subjected him, recommending at the 
same time that precautionary measures should be adopted for 
averting the danger that threatened him. All these remonstrances 
were unavailing. A few moments before the tall “a crackling” 
was heard, and Mr. Hersey having been forewarned, recommended 
all his inmates to retire from the premises, Shortly afterwards the 
walls fell in with a fearful crash. Pictures and looking glasses are 
still hanging on the walls, but the greatest danger exists that other 
houses may fall, owing to the sligntness of the foundation on which 
they are constructed. The second house that fell was that of a 
Mr. Clark, livery stable keeper. His stables were contiguous to 
Mr. Hersey's premises, but it fortunately happened that his assist- 
ants had left the premises before the occurrence, which has involved 
the destruction of a vast amount of property, 

Darina Sraeet Rossery. — Information was received on Mon- 
day by the police that on Saturday afternoon as Mr. William J, Car- 
wardine, clerk, in the employ of Wilson and Co. of Silver Street 
Wood Street, City, was proceeding from Messrs, Barclay and Co's, 
Lombard Street, to the Old Jewrv, he was robbed of a black leather 
pocket-book, containing a bill of exchange for 511. 14s., also of a 
canvass bag containing 25/. in gold. The robbery was effected by 
the thief cutting through both Mr. Carwardine’s great coat and 
pocket of the under-coat, 

FATAL ACCIDENT FROM THE Frost. — On Sunday night, about 
half-past eleven o'clock, as a woman, named Jeffries, living at No 13 
Camden Street, Kensington Gravel Pits, was returning home, she 
fell with great force on her back.

Accordingly, the firemen exerted themselves in such a manner as to 
cut off the further spread of the fire; whilst they were so engaged 
the roof and part of the outer wall fell with a tremendous crash, and 
the flames then shot into Mr. Oliver's mahogany loft, setting fire to 
the building, and also to a number of pieces of valuable cabinct 
wood. ‘The hose of several engines were taken through the sur- 
rounding houses, and by that means the firemen were enabled to 
attack the flames in the right quarter, but it was past nine o'clock 
before they had succeeded in extinguishing them, and not until 
Messrs. Bailes’ manufactory was burned down, the whole of the 
valuable stock in trade and men’s working tools destroyed, the timber 
in the loft of Mr. Oliver's premises considerably damaged by fire 
and the building itself much burnt. Several houses in Pitt Street 
have also their back premises destroyed, The cause of the disaster 
is wrapped in mystery. Messrs. Bailes are insured, but not to near 
the amount of their loss.

ALLEGED DeatH rrom STARVATION. — On Wednesday afternoon 
an inquest was taken before Mr. W. Baker, at the Duke of Welling- 
ton, Stoke Newington, on the body of Jane Watman, aged three 
years, who was alleged to have died on ‘Tuesday last from neglect 
and starvation, The body of the child was most frightfully emaci- 
ated, and she had evidently suffered from great privations. lt ap- 
peared from the evidence, that about seven months since the deceased 
and another child, about five years of age, were left by their mother, 
who went into Kent hop-picking. The father of deceased was atter- 
wards convicted for stealing a bed, and sentenced to the House of 
Correction for six months. The two children then became charge- 
ab'e to the parish, and were removed to Shoreditch workhouse. ‘The 
mother returned about two months ago, and also entered the same 
workhouse. On Friday last she appeared before the board, and re- 
presented that she required 10s , a bed, and bedstead, for the purpose 
of making her husband a home when he left the prison. Her peti- 
tion was granted, and on the following Monday she removed her two 
children trom the workhouse to the house of her mother, who resided 
in Elder Cottage, John Street South, Stoke Newington. She re- 
mained at her mother’s house several hours, when she left, and said 
she would return in the evening. In the afternoon she told her sister 
that she intended to let her two children remain with her mother un- 
til she became tired of them, when she would be obliged to remove 
them again to the workhouse. She failed to return as she promised, 
and has not bren heard of since. On the following Tue:day the 
deceased appeared very ill, and a surgeon was sent for, but she expired 
before he arrived. The inquiry was adjourned to Friday next, fora 
post mortem examination, 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 

Her Masegsty’s Weppinc Day.—The seventh Heat of the 
union of her Majesty with Prince Albert was celebrated at Windsor 
on Wednesday with the usual rejoicings. The bells of St. George’s 
Chapel and of the parish church of St. John rang merry peals; at 
noon a royal salute was fired from the Belvidere Batterv at 
Virginia Water. Several of the Queen’s tradesmen dined together 
at the New Inn, and inthe evening there was a ball in honour of the 
event at the town hall. 

That the poor of Windsor might participate in the festivities of the 
happy anniversary, his Royal Highness Prince Albert, as head ranger 
of Windsor Forest, ordered alarge quantity of venison to be distributed 
to the poor of the parishes in the vicinity of the Castle. The fallow 
deer in the Great Park, amounting to near 2000 head, besides several 
herds of large red deer, his Royal Highness considered the pasture 
togbe rather overstocked, and before he left the Castle for London on 
Tuesdav last he gave orders that two hundred head of the failow deer 
should be drafted off, one hundred and twenty-four to be distributed 
among the other royal parks, for the improvement of their stock, and 
the remaining seventy sıx to be shot and divided among the poor of 
the parishes in the neighbourhood, viz. New and Ola W indsor, 
Clewer, Winkfield, Egham, &c. Accordingly seventy-six fat does 
were driven up to the deer pens, near Cranbourne Lodge, and there 
shot, dressed, and cut Up Into suitable portions of venison for distri- 
bution on Wednesday among the poor by the keepers, which was 
done at the various gates around the Great ‘Park, in portions varying 
from two-and-a-half to five pounds—the poor people entitled to 
receive it being furnished by their parish officers with tickets for the 
purpose. 

The Queen and Prince Albert, accompanied by the Prince of 
Wales, Prince Alfred, the Princess Royal, the Princes Alice, and 
the I rincess Helena, and also by Count Alexander Mensdorf¥, left 
W indsor Castle on Tuesday afternoon, escorted by a patty of the 1st 
Regiment of Life Guards, for the Slough station of the Great 
Western Railway. The august party were conveyed from Slough 
to the Paddington terminus by a special train, and from Paddington 
proceeded in six carriages and four to Buckingham Palace, escorted 
by a party of Light Dragoons. The royal party arrived at twenty

“Tne Navy. — A copy of the Admiralty minute, restricting naval 

romotion, &c., lately moved for by Sir C. Napier, has been printed. 
Tt appears from this paper that the number of officers on the list of 
the royal navy amounted on the 27th of February, 1830, to 7967, 
and on the 30th of Səptember, 1846, to 6533. Of the last men- 
tioned number, 139 were flag oflicers, 2 retired captains, 730 captains, 
855 commanders, 336 retired commanders, 2538 lieutenants, 437 
masters, 9 inspectors of hospitals and fleets, 2 physicians, 19 deputy- 
inspectors of hospitals and fleets, 644 surgeons, 293 assistant-sur- 
geons, and 481 pursers and paymasters, 

Tue Court or Cuancery. — A return of the state of the suitors’ 
fund, standing in the name of the Accountant- General of the Court 
of Chancery, and the charges upon the same, has been presented 
pursuant to act of Parliament.

Detection or Forcen Nores, Bank or Irnetanp. — On Thurs- 
day, Thomas Jones Atkins, late of Grafton Street, and formerly of 
Wicklow Street, engraver; Thomas James, of Mecklenburgh Street, 
engraver; and Henry Fitzsimon, of Whitehorse Yard, printer, were 
brought before the magistrates at College Street, charged with being 
concerned in the forgery of notes of the Bank of Ireland. ‘Ihe 
notes forged were dated 11th May, 1814, and 6th December, 1845. 
A witness named Daniel M‘Cormick, of ‘Toomevara, who had been 
engaged in circulating the forged notes in various parts of the 
country, was examined at much length as to the mode of operations. 
An officer of the Bank of Ireland was also examined. ‘Ihe pri- 
soners were committed for trial at the commission. [The wife of 
Atkins has, it is said, been arrested at Drogheda, and a large number 
of forged notes found in her possession. She is at ‘present in 
Drogheda gaol. 


Guano rrom Bars. — Mr. Thomas Dickon, an eminent farmer 
in Lincotnshire, had been induced to go to Jamaica as manager of 
some extensive estates in that part of the world, with the intention of 
introducing the best systems of farming where they had hitherto been 
unknown Accounts have recently been received from Mr. Dickon, 
by Mr. Joshua Wigfull, of Conisbro’, stating that there is already 
every probability of a considerable increase of sugar being procured 
on the estates, and that by applying a new guano as tillage. It is the 
dung of large bats, which frequent the rocks in that tropical climate. 
The bats are said to amount to myriads innumber; and Mr. Dickon 
having observed many of these singular animals entering the crevices 
of one of the numerous mountain rocks, caused an opening to be 
made and the place explored. ‘The cave was found to. be 250 fect 
long, 20 feet broad, and from 20 to 30 feet high. ‘I'he interior con- 
tained thousands of these nocturnal animals, which appeared to have 
been their dwelling for ages. At the bottom of the cave, bat’s dung, 
at least four feet in thickness, and amounting to about 600 tons in 
weight, was discovered, and found to be equal to the best Ichaboe 


guano, 

How ro reap THE Desates.— As it is really a day’s labour to 
read the debates — and it is a luxury which only gentlemen possess-

TII. After deducting the sum required to meet the liabilities of the Society, there 
remains a surplus of 155,242}. ; while in 1841 the corresponding surplus was 


only 89,4001. . 
This sum of 155,242., has now to be dealt with, being the amount of Profit realised by 
ciety. 

In conformity with the provisions of the Deed, one-Walf of the Profits is to be divided 
among the Assured for Life, and one-sixth pers among the Proprietors ; but, in order to 
avoid inconvenient fractions, the Directors have resolved to recommend to this Meeting, 
to divide the sum of 154,5007." This will apportion to the Assured for Life 77,2501.,and to 
the Proprietors 25,7507., leaving one-third of the said Profit, amounting to 51,5007., to be 
laid by and to accumulate asa reserved Fund. 

‘This Division will give to the Proprietors a Bonus of 5L 3s. per Share, and to the 
Assured a sum of 114,0811., being the equivalent iu reversion to the above umount of 


77,2501, 
‘This sum of 314,081, will be added to the Policies and be payable at the death of the 
respective parties, and will form an addition equal, on an average, to more than 36 per 
Cent. on the Premiums received during the last five years. 

It may be desirable, however, to remind the Assured that they have the option of 
having any one or more of the Bonuses to which they are entitled applied in reduction of 
their future payments of Premium. 

“or the further information of the Proprietors, it may be mentioned that, by the Deed 
of Constitution, the Proprietor's Fund is not to accumulate by the addition of Bonuses 
beyond 50,0002. ; all su uent Bonuses being paid over to the Proprietors. 

he eifect of that provis on on the present occasion will be, that of the above sum of 
25,7501., 17,0007. will have to be added to the Proprietors’ Fund, which will then have 
reached its limit, and the remaining 8750., being 1. 15s. per share, will be ‘paid to the 
Proprietors in cash at the end of March next.
